Fifty Deaths:the Total for 
Yesterday at New Or- 
leans. 


Twenty Interments and Sixty- 
one New Cases at 
Memphis. 


An Insufficient Frost Whit- 
ens the Ground at 
Chattanooga, 


Nine Victims in That Place During 
the Last Twenty-four 
Hours. 


Private Advices from Cairo, III., 
Very Discouraging in 
Their Tone. 


Dispatches Gathered at Vicksburg 
Showing the Situation in 
That Region. 


The Afflicted Towns in Louisi- 
ana Nearly All Heard 
From.

MEMPHIS. - 
QUIET.

Mempnis, Tenn., Oct. 13.—A nother beautiful 
Sunday for convalescents to enjoy, but afford- 
ing little comfort to those who have not yet had 
the fever, and those refugees anxious to return 
and resume business. The temperature the 
past two nights hasbeen down nearly to the 
frost mark—just near enough to iutensify the 
anxiety and disappointment. Everything is 
moving along so quietly to-day that it is diffi- 
cult to find any item worth the spice its rela- 
tion would vuccupy. As a change from the 
usual routine of yellow-feyer news, I will re- 
late 

A SAD FATAL aCCIDENT, 
which occurred late last night after telegraph 
hours. Thomas Brennan, member of the No. 1 
Fire-Engine Hose Company, was fatally injured 
by the hose-carriage rurning on his body in 
passing Out of the engine-house to answer a 
fire alarm. One wheel of the carriage struck 
the door in passing out, by which Brennan was 
thrown from his seat, and thecarriage could not 
be stepped in time to prevent the accident, He 
was one of the oldest men of the force, and had 
lost every member of his family by the epidemic. 
He did not seem to fear to dic, expressing his 
desire to go, up to the last moment of his life.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cui1caao, Oct. 13.— With the same universal

er, in to-day’s Times, commencing: “ Some of 
the.dispatches that come up from the yellow- 
fever regions of the South are so peculiar as to 
challenge inauiry.’’ 

basing his remarks upon a telegram to the 
effect that the Howards are compelled to fur- 
nish beds and bedding to the numerous poor of 
Batou Rouge, who are found lying three and 
four together upon the same couch, the editor 
displays his imbecility by asking if it ts to be 
anders that the numerous poor of Louisiana 
habitually huddle together three or four on the 
same couch, sagely surmises that in such case 
the ravages of pestilence are not greatly to be 
wondered at, and asks, with iterating and irri. 
tating hee-haw, it is not the custom of the 
country for people to wallow like swine, why are 
they driven to this extremity now‘ 

This lineal descendaut of the prophet’s long- 

steed tu state that little or 
nothing has been taken from the material re- 
sources of the country by the ravages of Yellow 
Jack, and that no house or food supplies bave 
been destroyed! He quietly ignores the teie- 
rams and letters in the same issue of the 
mes setting forth in detail the prostration of 
business and consequent lack of work save for 
sexton and undertaker, the closing of stores, 
that all clothing and every particle of bedding 
touched by infected patients has been destroyed, 
and that under this rule at least 1,000 mat- 
tresses and probably 2,000 biankets have been 
destroyed in Holly Springs alone!

WASHINGTON. 


Fining American Sailors for Rescuing Sea- 
men in Canadian Waters—The North Car- 


olina Suits. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasaineton, D. C., Oct. 13. — There will 
probably be some correspondence between the 
State Department and the Canadian Goveru- 
ment relative to the Shipping laws. Recently 
the Captain of a cutter from Port Huron was 
sent to the relief of an American vessel in dis- 
tress. The vessel was on Canadian waters at 
the time, and the Canadian authorities objected 
to what they called an interference of the Amer- 
ican Captain, no was arrested aud fined $400 in 
Cold. Subsequentiy $300 of ‘this was refunded. 
The Canadian authorities retamed 6100. The 
latter claim that it is unlawful for Americans 
to invade Canadian waters, even in case of dis- 
tress. There seems to be a Canadian wreckiug 
company, which claims all business on the Cap- 
adiau coast.

Wasutnoton, D. C., Oct. 13.—The suits 
brought by the State of North Carolina against 
Maj. Jacob Wagner, Revenue Agent, and some 
twenty other Federal revenue  ollicers, on 
charges of excess of authority in making arrests 
of illicit distillers and persons engaged in fraud- 
ulent traflic in tobacco, were yesterday tried be- 
fore Judge Hugh L. Bond. in the United States 
Circuit Court at Greenboro, N. C., aud resulted 
in the acquittal of Wagner and the other offi- 
cers, with one exception, the case of Jesse Hook- 
ins, Who was found guilty of using excessive 
and uunecessary violence in shooting at a flee- 
ing distiller.

EPINBURG, PA. 
PitrssurG, Pa., Oct. 13.—A special from 
Edinburg, Pa., to the Commercial Gazette 
gives particulars of the destruction of that 


‘place by fire this morning. 


The fire broke out at half-past 3 o’clock, in 
the rear of Wilber’s’ livery-stable on Main 
street, and, spreading rapidly, soou swept over 
the entire block. 

The firemen were promptly on hand, but their 
efforts were paralyzed by the insufficiency of 


water. 
The total loss is estimated at $350,000 to 


$400,000, largely insured. 

Two hundred and twenty buildings were 
burned, and the town was almost completely 
destroyed. 

There was much suffering among the losers. 
A Relief C--wmittee has been organized, aud 
the contrih tions of food from the adjacent 
town and larmers in the vicinity are being dis- 
tributed to the bomeless.

THE RAILROADS, 


CHICAGO & LAKE HURON. 

The Detroit Pastand Tribune gives the follow- 
ing full account regarding the foreclosure pro- 
ceedings of the Chicago & Lake Huron Railroad 
before the United States Court in that city last 
Friday: 

The matter of the Chicago & Lake Huron Rail- 
road came upinthe United States Circuit’ Conrt 
ayain yesterday, in continuat ion of the suggestions 
of counsel and the proceedings of the previous day. 
Judge Baxter said tae Court was very anxious to 
have the matter disposed of as soon as possible. but 
could not sed its way to order an immediate gale of 
the road under existing circumstances. ‘The man- 
agement of the road in the hands of the Receivers 
has been far from satisfactory, and the Court had 
decided to apvoint an attorney to represent and 
advise the Receiver. In this appointment he had 
soaght to name a lawyer who had not been con- 
pected with raitroad litigation, and who would, 
therefore, be entirely free from any bias or from in- 
terest. in any competing lines. This attorney will 
he charged with investigating and reporting upon 
whose autnofity the Certuficates of indebtedness. 
issued by the Receiver, were ‘issued, whether is- 
suca in pursuance of authority granted in good 
faith. and whether in his opinion any portion of 
them are for any cause invalid. He will further 
aeccrtain if there are any other outstanding ha- 
bilities against said Receiver, and if so, how much 
and to whom due. He will also report the eroes 
earnings of the road while in the hands of. the 
Keceiver, and bow the same have deen applied. 
The attorney is now vested with all the powers of 
a special master, and shal! have free access to all 
books and other papers of said Receiver. If he 
finde that any moneys have been misapplied he 
shail report by whom, and recommend such prose- 
cation, either civil or criminal, as he may deem 
proper under the circumstances. The Receiver is 
to advance frog time to time as much money to the 
attorney as may be required to defray his actual 
expenses, and when the services are finished the 
Court will make bim a just compensation therefor. 
The parties are required with all possibie dispatch 
to bring the case to a final hearing. 

Judge Baxter said that he had selected for the 
position Henry M. Duffield. He wiil draw the de- 
cree and enter at once upon bis duties, taking tes- 
timony, or making use of such testimony as 186 al- 
ready taken as ws available. 

Mr. Chadwick said he had observed in a morn- 
ing paper a statement which did not fairly revre- 
sent his connection with the case. That state-

He wished to 
sary that the bondholders were in entire harmony 
and were acting in what they deemed to be their 
own interests, and notin the interests of any par- 
ticular railroad or other corporation. 

Mr. Judd, of Chieago, wished also to say that 
he represented the Amsterdam bondholders, and 
that those bonds are neither owned nor controlled 
by the Grand Trunk. So far as he was concerned. 
he knew nothing about the Grand Trunk. 

Mr. Chadwick sad he deemed this explanation 
important in order that the Court might not be mis- 
led by newspaper statements concerning the 
wishes or intentions of rival lines. 

Judge Baxter aid the explanation was quite 
tmmecessary, as the Court paid no attention to 
what appeared in the newspapers concerning cases 
before it. He did not see, however, that it made 
any difference if the Grand Trunk were interested, 
as represented. In his opinion, the more rivalry 
there was between railroads the better—for the 
country. 

Mr. Judd was granted leave to file a cross-bill 
against the Chicago & Nortuwestern, which will 
bring up the whole qucstion concerning the buiid- 
ing of that road and where the money came 
from with which it was built. 

Mr. Chadwick aleo asked for tne appointment of 
a Receiver for the Chicago & Northwestern, but 
the argument on this matter was postponed uatil 
Tuesday next. 

An order made a week ago authorizing the iesu- 
ing of Receivers’ certificates to the amount of $12, - 
000 was revoked. It is understood that this money 
was to be used in laying a switch at Lansing to 
connect the Western Division of the Chicago & 
Lake Huron with the Detroit, Lansing & Northern. 
There is a report in cireulation that the Mienigan 
Central authorities notified the Detroit, Lansing & 
Northern Company that if such connection was 
made, and there was any competition for Chicago 
business by that route, they would stop it by levy- 
ing aprehibitery tariff on the hauling of trains 
from the Detroit, Lansing & Northern connection 
with the Central at the Junction to the city. 
Whether there was any foundation for this report 
cannot be said. At any rate, the appropriation 
has been stopped and the communication between 
the two roads at Lansing will not be made, 

The same paper bas the following in regard to 
this matter: 

One of @ group of railroad men who were ¢can- 
vassing the matter yesterday was heard to express 
himself as believing that the casual rema:k of 
Judge Baxter at the morning session of the United 
States Court (during the hearing of the Chicago 
& Lake Huron case) concerning railroad monopo- 
lies and rivalries had a more direct application 
and deeper significance in Detroit than the Judge 
had any idea of when he said, in effect, that the 
greater rivalry there was to counteract railroad 
monopolies the better it was for the country. 

It is generally admitted in railroad 2 that 
Mr. Vanderbilt ohtained control of the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railroad, involved in the litiga- 
tion now pending in the United States Court, in 
order to block the Grand Trunk and make it de- 
pendent upon the Michigan Central for its Chicago 
connection, —the result necessarily being to depre- 
ciate and render practically valueless the 
Chicago & Lake Huron, in its present con- 
dition, with the Chicago & Northeastern link miss- 
ing. Of course the operating of the Chicago & 
Northeastern as an independent line under differ- 
ent and adverse interest broke up the through traffic 
of the Chicago & Lake Huron Railroad. ‘The Re- 
celver of the latter road sought to evade Vander- 
bill's meshes by consummating reciprocal connec- 
tions with the Detroit, Lansing & Northern, which 
would enable him to keep his western division, 
from Valparaiso to Lansing, employed on through 
traflic, which would find an eastern outlet dver 
the Detroit, Lansing & Northern. A written agree- 
ment was, therefore, made between the Receiver 
of the Chicago & Lake Huron andthe Superintend- 
ent of the Detroit, Lansing & Northern for such a 
connection, an order was obtained from the United 
States Court permitting the Receiver to con- 
struct the connecting tracks at Lansing, 
and work commenced on the same. At 
this junction it is stated that Presi- 
dent Joy. of the Detroit, Lansing & Northern, 
interfered and insisted upon the canceling of the 
contract made between his officers and the Ke- 
ceiver of the Chicago & Lake Huron Railroad. 
Of course the friends of the Grand Trunk assert 
that this was done at the instigation of Mr. Van- 
derbilt, who was in a position to withhold valu- 
able privileges from the Lansing Road if it would 
persist in exchanging traffic with the Chicago 
& Lake Huron on the west and Grand Trunk 
on the east. Theee same friends of the two 
last-named roads claim that the proposed con- 
nection would have been of great advantage to 
Detroit, as it woald have tended to keep the 
Grand Trunk Aere and not result in driving it to 
the north by any of the several projected routes, 
and force it to go roand Detroit (leaving tue 
State metropolis wholly dependent on the Van- 
derbilt roads for Western connections), or to go 
by Ypsilanti or Jackson, which, they insinuate, 
parties here in Detroit woald like to compe! tne 
Grand Trunk to do. They argue that the Grand 
Trunk is sureto go independently to tae grain 
centres of the West, and it is, therefore, for the 
interest of the people of this city to have it go via 
Detroit. They alsb say that, whether it was the 
intention of the Receiver of the Chicago & Lake 
linron, by this connection at Lansing, to re-estab- 
lish through connection between his road and the 


Grand Trunk or not, the completion of the junc- 


tion at Lansing (less than a mile in length) woula 
have given Detroit au additional line of railroad to 
Chicago independent of and only ume miles long- 
erthan the Michigan Central. The stockholders 
of the Detroit, Lansing &.Northern, mostly resi- 
dents of New England, will, of course, look at the 
matter from the standpoint of their own interests, 
but the controversy anquestionably concerns the 
ousiness interests of Detroit, and for that reason 
will be closely watched by our people.

Effects of the Ohio Election Upon Politics in 
the Keystone State.

Prrrsnund, Oct. 9.—So much interest was 
felt here in the Ohio election that hundreds of 
people remained up nearly all night to hear the 
returns read fiom the headquarters of the ali- 
ferent political parties. The Republicans, who 
had not been very sanguine of carrying the 
State, were surprised beyond measure at the 
glorious result, which was definitely announced 
about 2 a. m., and they gave rent to their feel- 
ings in a series of vocal explosives which awoke 
the slcepers far and near. 

The Democrats, ou the other hand, who all 
along had felt contident of electing their State 
ticket, and of gaining at least half 
acdozen Congressmen as the result of 
the gerrymandering of the districts. stole 
away to their abodes as soon as it became 
known that their scheme had miscarried, and 
have kept very quiet ever since. The /’ost, 
“the only Democratic daily in Western Penn- 
sylvania,” tried to console them for the loss of 
Ohio by pointing out that they had carried In- 
diana and West Virginia; but the unterrified ” 
refuse to be comforted, and go about the streets 
in a dejected sort of way, much like that of a 
gambler who has staked his all on the turn af a 
card, and lost. The old adage, “ Cheating wil! 
never thrive,” was never more clearly exem*li- 
fied than in the failure of the Democracy: to 
steal Ohio by redistricting the State so as to 
deprive the Republicans of their just proportion 
of the Congressional representation.

TILDEN’S CIPHER. 
SECRETARY SHERMAN’S COMMENTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

WasnHineton, D. C., Oct. 12.—Secretary 
Sherman in thé course of an interview upon 
the Tilden cipher dispatches said: The Demo- 
crats of the House, some of whom had known 
me for years, and as it was understood with the 
approval of Tiiden, falsely assailed me by 
name in resolutions on a charge based on a 
pretended lettcrof mine. There was no abuse too 
vile, no opprobium too severe to heap upon 
me. Wheu suddenly called before the Potter 
Committee, and for the first time shown a 
copy of the pretended letter, I was soundly de- 
noun-ed by triend and foe because I did not 
swear positively that I did not write such letter, 
but only that | bad no recollection of and did 
not beleive 1 had written such letter, and when 
it turned out that I had written no such letter, 
and that it was manufactured by others, 
scarcely a Democratic paper did me 
the justice so to state.

MICHIGAN. 
BLAINE AT KALAMAZOO, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

KaLAMAzoo, Mich., Oct. 12.—The streets have 
been crowded all day, the occasion. being the 
mass-meeting held here and addressed by the 
Hon. J. G. Blaine, ot Maine, and the Hon. J. C. 
Burrows, the Republican candidate for Congress 
from this district. Fully 10,000 people gathered 
around the speakers’ stand in the court-yard, 
and gave their undivided attention to the 
speeches. Blaine was the favorite at the Cin- 
cinnati Convention with the masses of this 
State, and he was enthusiastically received on 
the streets. The strects were gavly decorated, 
and the bands discoursed music most of the day. 

At 2 o’clock the band, at the head of a long 
procession, composed of leading citizens, es- 


corted the speakers from the residence of J. C. 


Burrows to the stand in the square. 

Mr. Blaine was ſutroduced by the Hon. H. G. 
Wells, of Kalamazoo, and given two rounds 
of hearty cheers. Mr. Blaine stated that the 
financial question had no right to be considered 
The question was not 
now whether we shall resume, but whether we 
shall destroy the currency altogether. 
He dwelt upon the (folly of the 
Greenback doctrine as a practical 
scheme. He exhaustively and clearly 
portrayed the history of the greenback and its 
Status at the present time: He showed that 
Congress was the last body of men with whom 
the regulation ot the currency as to amount or 
value should be intrusted, that a constitutional 
amendment providing for a fixed amount per 
capita would be equally subversive of justice. 

He touched on the National Banks, compared 
them with the old State banks, and demonstrat- 
ed their superiority, and further showed that 
National Banks were no privileged class, but 
subject to more exactions than the ordinary 
busine es enterprises; that the non-taxation 
of bonds was commanded. and with 
reasou, that the boncholder vaid his tax by the 
acceptance of a low rate of interest: that the 
bondholders are got the rich menof the country, 
but toalarge extent the reverse; that specie 
payments cau be resumed soon in this country 
if the present sclieme be allowed to quietly werk 
itself to completion. 

Mr. Blaine spoke for two hours, and closed up 
with an appeal to the 10,000 voters present to 
send to Congress this year a man who was sound 
on the currency question; that he knew nothing 


of the other candidates except their doctrines; 


that he did know the Republican candidate, Mr. 
Burrows; that the country knew him; that he 
bad made himself known at Washington in 
13/3; and the speaker urged the audience to do 
themselves and their district credit by electing 
Mr. Burrows by 4 huge majority. 

Mr. Blaine closed in the midst of tremendous 
applause, and Mr. Burrows, being loudly called 
tor, responded, and made a most happy and 
eloquent speech às a finale to the proceedings. 
He was loudly cheered in some of his reſer- 
endes to the Greenback doctrine of fiat money.

Monroomsry, Ala, Oct. 8.— The Congres- 
sional canvass in this State is now under full 
headway, the Democrats having completed their 
nominations, and the Greenbackers, 
ticket in each of the eight districts, having per- 
fected their organization. It was the iptention 
of the Democrats to renominate all the mem- 
vers of the present Congress for re-election, but 
the unexpected appearance of a ful-fledged

RARUS AND HIS KINDRED. 


A Visit to the Home of the King of the 
Turf on Long Island, 
New York Mail. 

Half an hour’s stroll from Greenpoint, L. I.. 
last Monday brought me to the farm of Mr. R. 
B. Concklin,or Dick Concklin, as he is familiarly 
called, just in time to witness the approach of 
its owner, a large, gray-haired man of about 50, 
who was driving a bright bay of medium size. 

That horse,“ said Mr. Conck lin, after a few 
minutes’ conversation, is the own uncle of 
Rarus, and has more of his spirit and style than 
any other horse that ever lived. Why, how old 
do you suppose he is!“ After a sagacious (ap- 
parently) look into the mouth of the beast, the 
reporter ventured the opinion that he might be 
10 years old. 

He is 21, if he is a day, and he has the spirit 
of a colt yet. He ought to have done what 
Rarus has, and would if he bad been 

ven achance. I once drove him flity miles 
u five hours and a half, and part of the way the 

sand was nearly ankle deep.”’ 
The reporter turned the conversation to the 
more famous quadruped by the inquiry, What 
kind of a horse was Rarus before he was trained 
for the track“ 

„He was a fiery fellow, and when he was 3 
years old my neighbors said I never could break 
him, but I managed him without difficuity.”’ 


„Who was the owner of Rarus before you 


purchased him!“ 

No one ever owned him but me,“ replied the 
fortunate proprietor of the valuable animal, 
with much spirit. “I raised him, and kuow 
more about him than any other man living.“ 

Mr. Concklin did not seem to relish the re- 
ports that have been circulated to the effect 
that Rarus was discovered in the backwoods in 
the hands of an old farmer who had no know!l- 
edge of horses, and that he is of doubtful blood 


1 pedigree. 
My attention has long been devoted to the 


breeding of horses. I am naturally fond of the 
horse, have always been successful in handling 
bim, and I have my own views of the methods 
to be emploved by breeders to improve stock. 

The tact that Mr. Conc&lin has fitted up and 
made use of fine accommodations for horses, 
that he has had good success in breaking wild 
colts, and that his theory of breeding has result- 
ed satisfactory to himself at least, would seem 
to entitle him toa position beyond that of a 
mere novice in horseflesh. As to the charge 
that Rarus is the descendant of ignodle lineage 
on the maternal side he was indignant. 

Every one knows the sire of Rarus was Ad- 
dallah, and I wi.lshow you his mother. Her 
sire was lelegraph. and her dam was Lady 
Hunter, and that is no mean pedigree. Rarus 
is no truck borse, and never was put to heavy 
work on the farm.”’ 

The reporter was taken through two well- 
arranged horse barns, and in one of the box- 
stails he saw a medium-sized, hardy, gray mare, 
freckled with the small red spots which denote 
advanced age in horses of that color, and was 
told that the dam of Rarus was. before him. 
She is now 20 vears old, but is still vigorous. 
and exhibits traces of the old fire which dis- 
tinguished her early days. 

“She used to make things fly when she was 
in her prime, said ber owner. “It was not 
every man that could use her then; and if a 
cultivator tooth caught on a root or stone in the 
coru-field something had to break. Her vim 
and fire she gave to Rarus.“ 

Tue third heat that Rarus trots will be the 
best, and tue last quarter will be the fastest 
part of the last mile.“ said Mr. Concklin. ‘* His 
sta ving qualities arc the wonder of horsemen. 
When be is thought to be nearly tired out, he 
will suddenly suow a spring in his gait waich 
surprises everybody and insures him the vic- 
tory.” 

What is your peculiar view of breeding?” 
the reporter asked, inferring that the flery char- 
acteristic of the family of which Rarus is a mem- 
ber might be the key to the success of that il- 
lustrious horse. I admit the importance of 
points of muscle, of limb, and of general form, 
was the reply. but 1 study the disposition of 
a horse more than anything else. If I can bring 
together, in breeding, strains of blood showing 
a certain spirit. I am confident of good results. 
With a certain courage, and vim, and firea 
horse may astonish the sporting world without 
showing his worth in his looks, but no horse 
ever amounted to much, however beautiful bis 
shape, if he lacked these qualities of spirit.“ 

in the apartment occupied by Rarus when at 
home the reporter saw a horse having a striking 
resemblance to him, except in size. lectus, 
the own brother of Rarus, is a larger horse, 
wears the two white stockings behind, is a deep 
bay iu color, and carries a star in his forehead, 
though asmailer one than that of Rarus, is 7 
years old, and promises to win a name on the 
track. Celaripes, a 6-year-old sister; Celebre, 
a handsome dapple-gray stalliou, 5 years old; 
Concklin Maid, a 2-year-old iron-gray, and 
Concklin Boy, a stout bay yearling colt, are the 
only other descendants of the mother of Rarus, 
although several fine horses that were vearly 
related to Rarus were shown to the reporter. 
Tbe hansomest animal on the farm is the chest- 
nut mare Celaripes, the property of Mr. Conck- 
lin’s daughter. With a cream-colored mane 
and tail, mottled with black spots, and promis- 
iug great speed, she would be a prize for a car- 
riage in Central Park, were she not reserved for 
a career on the race-course. 

It is only a few years since Rarus left the 
quiet life of the farm to make a name for him- 
self and a fortune for his master. He first ap- 
peared at a County Fair on Long Island, and 
then was introduced at Prospect Park; but bis 
first real race was at Hornellsville, N. * Since 
then bis career is known. At Buffalo, Aug. 3, 
1878, he made ae > a time on record, trot- 
ting a mile in 2:13. 

The reports that Rarus has been sold toa 
wealthy resident of Sau Francisco for $60,000, 
Mr. Concklin denied, and said: The risks are 
so great that { would not refuse an offer from a 
man who would pav what the horse is worth. 
Disease, or an accident in the cars, or on the 
track, might destroy his value, and, much as 1 
am attached to Rarus, what he will bring is al- 
most too much to be invested in one horse.“

FEROCIOUS FRANCE. 


Quiet buat Impressive parations—The 
Country an Armed Camp. 
New York Times Letter. 

A London fashionable journal which is not 
without inspiration at Chislehurst, where the 
Empress Eugenie holds her humble Court, 
‘‘jJearns that the gravest appreheusious of an- 
other Communistic rising exists in Paris.” A 
Franco-English journalist tells me that, al- 
though this is an alarmist’s view of the situa- 
tion, there are causes for great anxiety in Paris. 
It is thought that with the closing of the Ex- 
hibition the trouble will begin. The general 
commercial depression in Europe has inter- 
fered with the prospects and hopes of the 
French workingman, who has on too many 
occasions shown that he cannot patiently en- 
dure adversity. ‘‘There are no arms in the 
possession of the incendiary portion of the 
population,” says the London paper with 
Napoleonic sympathies, but it is sig- 
nificantiy said that ‘there is plenty of 
petroleum.“ That another outbreak is 
thought possible, he goes on to suv. may be 
judged from the fact, which comes to us from 
an assured source, that many priests have pro- 
vided themselves with civilian clothes, in readi- 
ness for any emergency.’’ it strikes one here 
that this must be news in Paris. That is is 
believed—or that it is desired tu have France 
think so—by the Bonapartists, the source of 
this information is sufficient to show. One 
thing, however, is certain—al! kinds of political 
and military preparations are being made in 
France with a view to contingencies which occu- 
py the minds of politicians, in London as well 
asin Paris. It is firmly believed, in what may 
be called Leicester-square circles, that, in spite 
of the outward show of politeness between the 
Governments of Berlin and Paris, the French 
are making arrangements to wipe out the dis- 
honor of Sedan, and that Germany fullv believes 
in the ultimate raising of this Western ques- 
tion, before which the Kastern question will 
sink into insignificance. ‘“‘Can it be possible.“ 
philosophers ask, that in the nineteenth cen- 
tury great nations like these can still 
contemplate with equanimity another 

reat war? It is possible, and, what 

more, the quiet but impressive prep- 
arations of France point to warlike demonstra- 
tions at no distant day. While Gambetta tells 
his hearers that the watchword of the Republic 
is peace, as if unconsciously imitating the dead 
man whose tomb at Chiselhurstis so soon 
crumbling over his imperial bones, he says noth- 
ing of the enormous armaments with which the 
nation bristies. France is an armed camp, and 
ner navy is daily becoming more numerous in 
ships, in men, and in guns. Many private firms 
are building new ships forthe Goverument. 
Torpedo boats and dispatch vessels in large 
numbers are said to have been built within the 
last eighteen months. The Government dock- 
yards are busy in equipping old ships and build- 
ing new ones. The Societe Anonyme des Con- 
structions Navales at Havre isin full work. 
The Duke ot Cambridge, who was present 
at the military review at Vincennes, told 
an English officer that in many respects 
the French troops had greatly improved in 
physique since he had last seen a spectacie of 
this kind. As a sample of the rest,“ said the 
Duke, these 50,000 men should represent an 
army second to none in Europe.“ The review 
was witnessed bv vfficers from all the great 
Powers. There are 750,000 similar troops ready 
and available for action. It is calculated that 
when the nine years’ service of the active army 
and reserve dating from 1873 is complete, the 
four annual contingents drafted into the re- 
serve army will amount to 520,000. What is to 
be done with this army! The Germans in Lon- 
don tell you that the Fatherland would disarm 
if France did not go on arming, and that the 
only chance for Germany to resume her place in 
the industrial market of the worid is to compe! 
France to put ber army and navy 
peace footing. This is easily said. 
is greatiy to be feared thot Alsace 
is proving a white elephant to Germany. Au- 
nexation is always the seed of wars to come. 
When the respite which political parties have 
given each other during the Exposition is at an 
end, it is expected that Paris will furnish lively 
news for Europe, but notin the direction in- 
dicated by ouririend at Chislehurst. In Eu- 
viish Ministerial circles it is said that the most 
thorough understanding has been. arrived at 
between England and France in regard to 
Egypt. It is to be hoped this is true, though 
itis hard to understand bow France, if she 
cherishes any of her old ambitions, can be con- 
tent to see Egypt, after careful French cultiva- 
tion, fall, like a ripe peach, mto the lap of Vic- 
toria. The complaisance of the French Govern- 
ment in this mattercan only be interpreted 
by the. fact that she has bigger business on 
hand, and that her interest lies in standing well 
with England. itis only fair to the people of 
Great Britain to say that in case of France get- 
ting into trouble, no alliance would be so popu- 
lar as that of the tri-color and the union jack.

ILLINOIS CATTLE. 


Their Exportation to Europe from the Port 
of Baltimore—Statistics of Shipments. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Ba.tTimore, Md., Oct. 10.—It is a fact proba- 
bly not known to the general readers of Tun 
TRIBUNE that Illinois furnishes to this port one 
of the most important and rapidly-growing iu- 
terests contributing to its general trade. By 
this I mean the exportation of Illinois cattle to 
Europe, which, although of recent birth, prom- 
Ises to become of great commercial value. The 
enterprise was inaugurated during the past sum- 
mer, and was the immediate result of conſer- 
ences between President John W. Garrett, of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railway, and one of the 
most extensive ship-owners of this city. The 
traffic, as is known, has existed for several years 
at New York and Boston, to the great ad- 
vantage of those ports, and the question 
arose why should it not de at- 
tempted in Baltimore. which possesses 
facilities equal if vot superior to the two rival 
ports. The project was thorouchly discussed 
and assumed tangible proportions in May last, 
when the airst shipmept occurred. The main 
object being to secure cattle of superior size and 
quality, those from the prairies of Illinois were 
selected, and so well are they adapted for the 
purpose that the British markets are ever ready 
to recefve them. 

The cattle are loaded on the cars of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railway Company at Chicago and 
transported East in easy stages,—being released 
at various points and allowed a short season for 
rest and pasture,—and are attended by men 
who accompany them from the time they begin. 
their journey until they arrive at the cattle 
marts in Liverpool. The care of tae 
stock necessitates the attendance of 
one person to every twenty-five head. 
Arriving here, they are unioaded at the Mount 
Clare Stock-Yards, on the western suburbs of 
the city, and are allowed twenty-four hours’ rest 
prior to being transferred to shipboard. From 
Mount Clare they are reloaded and transferred 
to Locust Point, the marine terminal of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. and are driven 
across 4 gang-plank to the deck of the ocean 
steamship which is destined to bear them on 
their ocean voyage. Tue advantage of this port 
as a point of embarkation lies in the fact that it 
is 200 miles nearer the West than New York, 
and that there are greater facilities for resting 
ard pasturing the cattle, while the last and by 
ro means least consideration is that they are 
driven direct on shipboard and are not hoisted 
from the wharves by ‘‘belts,”’ as at the latter 
place. The stéamsbips of Hooper’s line, which 
were the firat to engage in the traffic; have 
been fitted up with screw and bolted stalls on 
deck, while the old custom was to ship the 
stock between-decks. The advantage in this is 
that. in the summer season especially, a deck 
passage is more healthy, and the cattle appear 
to thrive better than when lodged below, where 
they suffer for want of ventilation. 

The average fatality attending the ocean voy- 
agé from Baltimore has not exceeded 1 per 
cent. At other points it has greatly exceeded 
this ratio, principally through lack of ventila- 
tion, while with the formerthe cause was purely 
natural. It might be supposed that heavy sea 
weather would cause a greater loss to those 
loaded on deck, but such is not the case, as 
while the danger of being washed overboard is 
not so great, closing the hatches—which is nec- 
essary—is a great deal more fatal to those laden 
between-decks. 

The freight from Baltimore to Liverpool 
ranges from £3 to £5 10s per head, but there is 
no regularity in the rate, owing to constant 
fluctuations. The total shipments since last 
May, when the traffic opened, aggregates 2,338 
head. as follows:

PARISIAN SWINDLING. 


How the French Have Elevated Cheating 
and Extortion to a Fine Art. 
London Letter to San Francisco Cail. 

A family of friends of mine bave just been 
through the mill in Paris. ‘The gentleman is a 
prominent official in New York State Govern- 
ment, and in any well-reguiated country is 
pretty competent to manage his own business. 
But Paris ways beat him, he says. He has been 
made to pay thousands of francs damages for 
injuries to apartments which he occupied a 
couple of months,—injuries which any unpreju- 
diced observer can see have been the work of 
years in the rooms and a long succession of un- 
tidy lodgers. He and his wife and two grown 
sons—all very neat people—are charged with 
having made grease oceans with their heads up- 
on the wali-papers and paint of the different 
rooms, one of which they never occupied at all, 
—never sat down for a moment there, there 


being more than enough rooms without it. 
And the sums they have had to pa for repairs 
are so large that for many months to come 
their income will be terribly crippled, as they 
are not rich people. Naturally. they don’t take 
such a rapturous enjoyment out of the Exposi- 
tion, the salon, the theatres, and the other at- 
tractions of Paris as they might if they’d had 
comfort and a peaceful state of mind there. 

The last trick I have heard of to screw a final 
— out of departing strangers is to send a 
small boy or a smai! girl with a sympathetic ap- 
pea ance to the train just as it is starting, with a 
claim of a few franes, as few sometimes as three 
or four,—sey 60 or 80 cents,—saying that a little 
bit of washing has not been paid for, or vor for- 
got that the garcon bought a few papers for you 

or something), and was never paid for that. 

ith the full knowledge that you have paid au 
enormous priee for everythiug, and have the 
landlord’s receipted bill for a frightful figure in 
your pocket, and that you have stood the squeeze 
of “drink monev“ to every bound about the 
establishment beside, you are, of course. indig- 
nant, and say you will not pay one centime 
more to any living soul. 

Then the sympathetic messenger begins to 
whine, and says be was sent to get this by the 
landlord, and if yon don’t pay it, he will be 
forced to out of his poor earnings. 

All this makes vou the more furious, for you 
see, and have seen from the first, that the thing 
is a deliberate fraud on tbe part of the landlord. 
and that the messenger is honest enough about 
it, and knows nothing except thet he has been 
informed, ov pain of dismissal, to bring back 
that money. The disagreement makes a row, 
of course, and the first you know some police 
officer is on the scene, who gives you the 
alternative of leaving the train at once in his 
custody, with your whole party and your bag- 
gage, or paying instantly whatever sum is de- 
manded. It is no use fo: you to show him your 
receipted bill for more money, probably, than 
he ever saw; the particular item is not on your 
bill (why should it be). You have got no re- 
ceipt for it (why should you have?), so, of 
course, you owe it! 

Furious as this false and ridiculous reasoning 
makes you, you still see that the cheapest way 
is to pay the petty demand, and, as that was 
the — vhing your screw was after, you are 
allowed to bustie on the train again, breathless 
and angry. just asit is off, and ali the good 
seats are taken.

The intelligence that the Russians are 
once more marching upon Adrianople has 
created a stir in Constantinople, and al-eady 
the military attaches of the various Lega- 
tions there have left for the scene of opera- 
tions to see what the new movement means, 
while the gravity of the situation, together 
with the prospect of a difficulty with Aus- 
teria concerning the occupation of Novi- 
Bazar, is such that guns have been mounted 
on the Constantinople line of defenses. 


There, wers but sixteen deaths from yel- 
Mthin the limits of Memphis for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 6 o’clock 
last evening, though the total was brought 


up to twenty-two by deaths in the adjacent 


districts. At New Orleans the number was 


fifty, and at Chattanooga nine. Frost has been 


anziously looked for during the past two or 
three days, but, though the temperature is 
cool, the point has not yet been 
reached, and the number of new cases con- 
tinues dismally large in consequence. 


A series of interesting and valuable experi- 
ments in the production of sugar from corn- 
stalks, recently conducted at the Department 
of Agriculture in Washington, are described 
in a letter printed in another column. From 
the results obtained through methods and ap- 
pliances far from perfect, as well as from the 
successful operations already conducted in 
various parts of the country, there is reason 
to anticipate that another year’s experiments 
will go far toward demonstrating the feasi- 
bility of the profitable manufacture by farm- 
ers of merchantable sugar from the stalks of 
nearly-ripened maize and from sorghum- 
cane. 


One effect of the October election is the 
determination of the Republican Congres- 
sional Committee to send a large number of

A letter which we print this morning from 
New York correspondent presents the po- 
litical situation in that State as being in the 
highest ‘degree encouraging to the Repub- 
lieans, and the reverse for the Democrats. 
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The Chicago cigar-makers have adopted 
one extremely sensible resolution,—that is, 
that nothing can be gained by inaugurating 
propose to strike through the ballot-box, 
which is by far the wiser plan, since it costs 
nothing to vote, while it has been proved by 
experience that strikes in the workshop cost 
more than they come to; that the w 
lost and the money spent during the interval 
of idleness whieh follows a strike are seldom 
regained if the strike sueceeds, and never if 
it fails. The ballot-box is free, and the 
majority rules, and while there will be 
found a wide diversity of opinion regarding 
the wisdom and utility of the measures 
advocated by the Socialistic Labor party as 
a remedy for low wages and long hours, no 
one will dispute the right of the working- 
man ‘to strike through the ballot-box. 

SHALL THE CURRENCY BE DEBASED! 

The present situation of American politics, 
so far as the financial question is concerned, 
presents a controversy which has no prece- 
dent in the history of nations. 

There is no instance in history where a 
nation, in the absence of war or other over- 
whelming calamity, possessing a sound and 
pure currency, has voluntarily sought to de- 
base that curren¢éy and destroy its value, and 
destroy the national credit. Yet that is the 
proposition now pending before the coun- 
try, that the United States, with a papercur- 
rency and a coin currency all of equivalent 
and exchangeable value, shall voluntarily, 
and in time of profound peace, discard the 
use of coin as money and debase the value 
of the paper money. In the history of man- 
kind there is no _ precedent for such 
a proceeding, and yet the American people 
at this time are in a maze of excitement 
over the question of adopting this extraor- 
dinary proposition. The issue of paper 
money and the long-continued circulation of 
depreciated paper money has been common. 
It exists now in Austria, Itely, Russia, and 
various Spanish American States. It has 
existed in past times ; but we do not recall 
an instance of the issue of national paper 
money where it has not been forced by im- 
perativp necessity, or its continuance in a 
depreciated condition save when war or 
other national disaster or calamity has 
rendered it impossible to discontinue it or to 
improve its value. Austria, Russia, and 
Italy’ have a depreciated currency to which 
the Government is a party; but the con- 
tanuance of war and various political eompli- 
cations have rendered it impossible for either 
country to discontinue the use of the forced 
money or to improve its value. The efforts, 
hopes, and energies of all three nations 
have, however, been directed, not only to 
improve the value of the paper currency, but 
to render its further use unnecessary. 
France, driven by the necessity of war and 
the actual presence of a conquering enemy, 
was driven to adopt.a foreed currency. The 
moment the enemy was withdrawn, the na- 
tional energy and means were devoted to re- 
duce and eventually retire all the paper 
money issued under the exigencies of war. 
And France was successful. Annually the 
Government put a portion of its paper debt 
in the shape of bonds, and destroyed paper 
money to an equal amount, and on the Ist 
day of January last the Government ceased 
to be responsible for a dollar of paper 
money, and not a dollar of legal-tender 
paper has existed in France since then. 
France having provided, at the time the le- 
gal-tender paper was issned, the date when 
it should cease to be a legal-tender, and 
when the Government would redeem it, it 
suffered but little from dgpreciation of the 
currency. But never at any time did any 
man in Frauce claiming to be sane propose 
to degrade or debase the value of the paper 
money, or to perpetuate .its existence one 
hour longer than the time originally fixed 
for its redemption. Even in Russia, Italy, 
and Austria the man who would propose to 
make legal-tender paper money perpetual, or 
to make it absolute, or to debase its value in 
any way, would be regarded as a lunatic pro- 
posing to destroy the national existence, and 
to rob and plunder the people. The paper 
money of those countries, as of necessity 
must be the case in all countries, depends 
for its value and its acceptance at any value 
upon the promise and the expectation 
of its eventual redemption in coin, 
and of its becoming equal in value 
to coin. Those people look forward 
to a speedy deliverance from the curse of 
depreciated paper; they have endured the 
affliction and the loss along time, and they 
anticipate hopefully a day when they will 
have a currency like that of England, and 
of Germany, and of France, which is not 
only abundant in volume and of coin value, 
but which circulates in common with the 
national coin. The efforts of all peoples 
and of countries is to have and preserve a 
currency of the highest value and of the 
most enduring character. There is not a 
dollar of legal-tender paper in circulation at 
par in any country, except where that paper 
is redeemable on demand in coin. There is 
not a people in any land who would not re- 
joicingly get rid of all depreciated paper 
money, if such were possible; and it is only 
in the United States, where intelligence is 
supposed to be more general than elsewhere, 
that a proposition to abandon coin, and to 
abandon the use of paper having coin value, 
is actually and publicly advocated as a meas- 
ure of national policy. 

The scheme is not merely to take depre- 
ciated paper money and make it perpetual, 
not merely to accept it as a permanent evil 
and an incurable disease with which the 
country has become familiar; that would be 
an insanity bad enough, it is true, but which 
might be attributed to an effect as the long 
use of poison creates a desire for the drug 
that is destroying the person using it. The 
United States began the use of paper money 
in a time of war, as a national necessity. 
This money has been in existence nearly sev- 
enteen years, during which it has always 
been depreciated, —sinking as low as 35 cents 
on the doilar in value. Since the close of 
the War, thirteen years ago, the people have 
suffered an enormous loss from the use of 
this money, although it has been slightly im- 
proving. Fimancial disaster and the anni- 
hilation of credit values and imaginary for- 
tunes have attended the protracted use of 
this money. At last, after enduring the 
curse and the loss for seventeen years, the 
national credit has recovered. The day of 
promised redemption and the fulfillment of 
the national pledges has drawn near. The 
paper moneyvof the country is practically at 
par, though it will not be so legally for 
eighty days, The nation is convalescent ; 
the long-enduring malady is about to pass 
away. The $700,000,000 of paper money is 
about to become equal in value to $700,000,- 
000 of coin; $400,000,000 of coin, hitherto 
locked up because of the depreciation of the 


paper 


the country. Every dollar, whether paper 


or coin, is to be a dollar in fact as well as in 
name; the country is to know no more a 
currency of fluctuating value. The United 
States are to take position with France, En- 
gland, Ge many, and Holland, with a curren- 
ey all of the same value, all equivalent to 
coin, all having the purchasing power of 
coin, and all exchangeable for coin. 

At this moment, when the nation is about 
to rouse from the long prostration,—from 
the enervation of a depreciated paper cur- 
rency,—and to enter upon a renewed life of 
prosperity, it is proposed that the Govern- 
ment shall demonetize all coin; shall de- 
demonetize all paper money of coin value; 
shall demonetize all paper containing a 
promise to pay at any time in avything of 
value, and to flood the country with reams 
of printed paper, irredeemable, promiscless, 
debased, valueless, and stamped as the legal 
money of a nation of honest, intelligent 
people. 
learned and unlearned, of every occupation 
and employment, who make any pretense to 
patriotism, intelligence, or honesty, whether 
such a scheme should be countenanced for 
one hour.

In the face of a case so strong as to. paralyze 
nearly every other Southern Congressman’s 
tongue, Ben HILL, rose in his place and pro- 
ceeded to make (1) an elaborate defense of 
Andersonville ; (2) a general defense of the 
management of Rebel prisons throughout 
the Confederacy; (3) on the strength of an 
anonymous letterin a newspaper to charge 
gross atrocities upon the conductors of 
prisons at the North. On this point he had 
the audacity to say: When the gentle- 
man from Maine speaks again, let him add 
that the atrocities of Andersonville do not 
begin to compare with the atrocities of El- 
mira, of Fort Douglas, or of Fort Delaware ; 
and of all the atrocities, both at. Anderson- 
ville and Elmira, the Confederate Govern- 
ment stands acquitted from all responsibility 
and blame.” 

No presumption of honest purpose can 
stand fora moment to the credit of a man 
who deliberately lies; and that Bren HII. 
knew, in making the statement we have 
quoted — knew it to be absolutely false, 
there is not the slightest shadow of a doubt. 
There is . excuse, perhaps, for some of the 
wild, passionate passages in that famous 
speech of Mr. Ht.L's, —excuse in the fact 
that he was irritated and lashed into fury by 
the unmerciful scoring he received from 
Bla and Ganrrretp. But there is no ex- 
cuse for his defense of the crimes of Ander- 
sonville, proven to his very face, then and 
there, by the evidence of his late associate 
officers of the Confederate Government. The 
| man who played the role HIL played in that 
great debate must be dishonest from the 
crown of his head to the soles of his feet. 
But this is not all that the debate disclosed 
in regard to the peculiar character of Ben 
HII. In his rejoinder, Buatve showed that 
Mr. HILL has two characters,—one for his 
constituents at home and another for the 
country, as exhibited by his speeches 
in Congreds, In Washington he hugs 
the Constitution; but in Georgia he 
speaks of the contingency of a new rebellion. 
In Washington he says: We are here ; we 
are in the house of our fathers, our brothers 
are our companions, and we are at home to 
stay, thank Gop!” But in Georgia he says: 
** If we fail with the ballot-box in 1876, by 
reason of force, a startling qudstion will pre- 
sent itself to the American people. I trust 
we will not fail. I hope the Northern people 
have had a sufficient subsidence of passion 
to see this question fairly. If we must have 
war. if folly, if wickedness, if 
inordinate love of power shall decree that

threat of a new rebellion, to save the Consti- 
tution—always to save the Constitution—Mr. 
Hr turned to the negroes in his audience, 
and assured them that, as sure as one war 
had freed them, just as sure another war 
would re-enslave them.” 

These are but afew of the many illustra- 
tions we might produce of the quality of 
Brn Hix's patriotism and honesty. 

Now for the secret of his late letter. It 
is a Georgia production, addressed to a fire- 
eating friend. In Washington Mr. HL calls 
upon the President, assures him of his sup- 
port in all measures for the public interest, 
aud expresses the strongest confidence in his 
honor, integrity, and patriotism. He returns 
to Georgia and finds his constituency of a 
widely different opinion.

These neighbors now say to 
him: ‘* Threaten the President with im- 
peachment; thrust the Porrer-Committee 
evidence under his nose, and dare him to 
veto our bills for claims on pain of being 
driven from the White House.

Like a whipped cur, he whines 
about, then reels groveling in the dirt. Hav- 
ing but lately eulogized, flattered, and 
fawned upon the President, he now turns 
upon him with bitter denunciation. As he 
was fulsome in adulation, so, now is he lav- 
ish of vile epithets. BEX HILL is a dastardly 
demagogue. He stands before the country 
impeached as a sycophant, a traducer, and a 
lying demagogue,

“THE TRUE DEFENSE FOR TRIAL BY 
_ JURY.” 

The lawyers and learned men generally of 
Norway, Sweden, and Denmark, represent- 
ing the three Scandinavian States, have re- 
cently held a Congress at Christiania, in 
Sweden, to consider the advisability of adopt- 
ing the trial by jury as part of their judicial 
system. The result of the conference was 
that Denmark decided to adopt the system 
in a modified form, while Sweden and Nor- 
way rejected it altogether. 

The London Spectator comments largely 
on this subject, and, while confessing that 
the jury trial has peculiarities which do not 
recommend it to the people of other nations, 
points out wherein those peculiarities com- 
mend the system to the peoples educated in 
the formalities aud principles of English 
jurisprudence. The jury system cannot 
commend itself where the circumstances of 
English-speaking countries do not also éxist. 

When the question is one of the applica- 
tion-of the law to an ascertained state of 
facts, the human mind not educated.to the 
English system of jurisprudence does not 
understand why twelve men, uninformed as 
to either the law or the facts, can render jus- 
tice better than the educated lawyer who is 
the Judge. Why, then, embarrass and incum- 
ber the administration of law and justice 
by the machinery of juries, when the jurors 
have no intelligent connection with the 
business? The English paper admits the 
full force of this objection, particularly 
where the object of judicial investigation is 
widely different from that sought under the 
English law. 

Thus, in civil cases, the rule is growing 
more general every day that juries render 
verdicts just as the courts indicate it would 
be proper for them todo. The courts, after 
hearing the evidence and mastering the 
facts, are generally able to impress the jury 
as to the points on which the case of the 
parties litigant are strong or weak, just or 
unjust, and the jury generally adopts the 
Court’s opinion, and finds accordingly. 
Even when the jury differs from the Court 
and finds a verdict of its own suggestion, the 
action of the jury rarely becomes final, as a 
new trial or other proceeding carries the case 
back to its original status. The English pa- 
per asserts that ‘‘ Every legal year sees an ad- 
vance in this direction, and juries in civil cases 
seem gradually growing into mere machines 
for registering judicial conclusions.” This 
probably 1s the experience in this country 
also. It has been stated that, a few years 
ago, Judge G mn, of the United States Su- 
preme Court, heard an ejectment case in 
Philadelphia, and the jury, disregarding the 
instructions of the Court, found a verdict 
for the plaintiff. The venerable Judge, ad- 
dressing the Clerk, said, ‘‘ Let the verdict 
be recorded, and then enter an order for a 
new trial. I want it understood that it 
takes thirteen men in this Court to take a 
man’s farm dway from him.” Judges of 
equity in England, and Judges both of law 
and ot fact, and it is said that but few 
chancery suitors having right on their side, 
would consent tochange the Judge for a 
jury, or prefer a verdict toa judgment. All 
this tends to confirm the impression that 
jury trials in civil cases are becoming, if 
they have not become, a useless if not cum- 
bersome appendage. While the objections 
of other countries to the jury trial is con- 
ceded to have much force in civil cases, a 
distinction is claimed to exist in criminal 
cases. 

In non-English-speaking countries no dis- 
tinction is made between trials of crime and 
trials of questions of property. They as- 
sume that a man accused of crme, like a man 
accused of the wrongful possession of prop- 
erty, must be guilty or innocent; and a 
trained legal mind can discern the truth bet- 
ter than it can be discerned by a jury. The 
distinction claimed is, that, under the princi- 
ples of English law, the issue in a criminal 
case is not always, nor in a majority of cases, 
the simple question whether the defendant 
did the act of which he is accused. The 
question under the English system is to the 
in ention as well as to the act, and a dozen 
m u selected from ordinary life, and not like 
th: Judge, of different education, associa- 
tions, prejudices, and sympathies, are, it is 
claimed, more likely to appreciate the inten- 
tion than the Judge. In other countries the 
main purpose of the judicial investigation is 
to ascertain, by whatever means possible, in- 
cluding a rigid personal examination of the 
accused, the fact whether the prisoner did 
the act, and there substantially is the end. 

The objection to jury trials in criminal 
cases is made that many persons escape who 
ought in the opinion of the Judges to be 
convicted, and that if there were no juries 
these persons would be convicted by the 
courts. This is answered by the Spectator 
by citing the fact that the findings of Equity 
Judges of first instance are commonly re- 
versed on appeal, and there is no rea- 
son for supposing that the findings 
of Comaton-Law Judges would have 


* 


better fortune in ‘criminal casés. Test- 


ed by this illustration, it might turn out that 
trials by jury would have the advantage 
over trials by the Court alone. The effect 
of a Judge without a jury finding a man 
guilty who is popularly regarded innocent, 
would be to excite public indignation; while 
the danger of convicting an innocent man 
by the verdict of a jury is altogether im- 
probable. Public opinion cannot be divided 
from the law; the law must have the re- 
spect and support of public opinion. And it 
is this fact, peculiar to the sentiment of the 
English-speaking peoples, that furnishes 
the true defense for trial by jury.” The 
Spectator thus sums up this defense : 

The verdict of a jure is not so mucha decision 
that the defendant is innocent or guilty, as the in- 
dependent assent of the country, which tke jury 
more or less fairly represents, to a decision which 
is really suggested by the Judge. The twelve jury- 
men were, at the origin of the institution. a set of 
witnesses to the act alleged aguſnst the defendant. 
They have come to be witnesses that the Court has 
conducted the trial honestly, and that justice has 
been done. They may, in some circumstances, 
anil under some Judges, fulfiil more of the duties 
theoretically assigned to them, but the duty of 
witnessing to the honest conduct of the trial is one 
they always discharge. To fulfill it competentiy, 
a jury must. however, represent the public opinion 
of the country; otherwise, it merely registers the 
Judge's dictum, and its verdict carries correspond- 
ing weight; or it systematically opposes whatever 
view of the law and the facts isthe view of the 
State and the Court, and its verdict is, and is meant 
for, a simple defiance of both. 

It will be seen that this true defense for 
trial by jury” in criminal cases rests upon 
the theory that the jury fairly represents the 
country. Unfortunately, and especially in 
this country, the juries are but sorry repre- 
sentatives of any responsible sentiment. 
In all the large cities, the jury system has, 
like the local governments, fallen into the 
hands of those entertaining the lowest moral 
sentiments, and, to a great extent, into the 
hands, if not of the criminal classes, of the 
friends and sympathizers of criminals. The 
same moral degradation which renders 
bribery, corruption, and general dishonesty 
so prevalent in municpal administration, has 
unfortunately taken possession of the jury 
system. While the one class—those who 
live by industrial occupation’, and of course 
the best representatives of the country 
seek all means to avoid jury service, 
the other class,which does not live by indus- 
try,—the idle, improvident, worthless, cor- 
rupt, and dishonest,—seek service as jurors 
just as they do offices without salary, 
for the opportunities it affords to sell their 
official service for gain. A juror who will not 


| agree'to a verdict of guilty can command a 


liberal price, and the trouble with the jury 
system in all the large cities is, that a criminal 
with means can too often find a juror, or 
several of them, who know their value, and 
who are willing to render the service needed 
for a valuable consideration. ‘The facilities 
for the’ friends, accomplices, relatives, and 
associates of criminals to get on juries are 80 
great that the theory that the jury repre- 
sents the country in criminal cases is hard- 
ly borne out by the real facts,

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RELIGIOUS IDEAS, 
CHRIST'S RELATION TO THEM. 

Prof. Swing preached vesterday morning in 
the Centra! Church, taking as his text: 

And Jesus returned in the power of the Spirit 
gto Gahlee. and there went out a fame of Him 
tprough ail the region round about. — Luke, iv..14. 

Tae two statements that Christ came into 
Galilee in the power of the Spirit, and that the 
fame of Him went out through all the regions 
round about, go together as cause an] effect. 
The coming in the power of the Spirit was the 
reason for the spreading of the fame; the region 
round about was overflowing with Christ's 
praise because He was Himself overflowing with 
the Spirit. This verse leads me to inquire into 
Christ's Relation to Religious Ideas. 

Was He a revealer of religious doctrine? Did 
He discover for man any hidden principle of 
morals or piety? Was He in the field of religion 
what an inventor isin the realm of science, or 
what a discoverer is amid the mysteries of Na- 
ture? Evidently he was not, forwe cannot point 
to a single religious idea in Christianity. which 
was not in the world before Christ came. In 
their too great zeal the Church leaders have 
often placed upon the Nazarene brow the 
wheaths of a discoverer or an inventor, but it 
mist appear to all persons viewing the matter 
on all sides that such wreaths are out of place. 
Let us beware of awarding to the founder of 
the Church any honor which a subsequent time 
may be compelled to recall. The only service 
the human race can render such a being as 
Jesus is to study the actual facts, and not 
the desirable facts of the great historie 
page of His life. We cannot, therefore, 
affirm that Christ came to earth importing new 
doctrines, for all the tenets of the sanctuary 
were here in advance of the Divine one of Beth- 
lehem. Mark bow all those notions which we 
call Christian rise up out of the great past when 
vou kindly call them. A prejudiced mind, over- 
sensitive about the glory of the Church, and not 
marking where its true glory lies, may hasten 
over the dead centuries aud see nothing there 
of the true and good; but, when we push aside 
this prejudice and commune kindly with the 
olden times, suddenly they tell us the same 
truths which Christ uttered in His public and 
private discourses and conversations. The 
charity which fell so beautifully from the lips 
of Christ fell in outline from the lips of Moses, 
and even from the wisemen of Egypt and 
Greece. On the sculptured tomb of a priest 
who was buried at Sais, Egypt, perhaps 4,000 
years ago, these words have been deciphered: 
* [| honored my father: I esteemed my mother; 
J found graves for the unburied dead; 
structed little children; I took care of 
orphans as though they were my own children, 
for great misfortunes felion Egypt in my time.”’ 
What misfortunes these were, whether they 
were a pestilence which fell upon the first Mem- 
phis,—that by the Nile,—we know not, but here 
we read of a priest who took care of orphans and 
watched by the sick before any of the modern 
nations had built their first hut or had spoken a 
word of their now mighty languages. The 
Golden Rule had not, indeed. come in all its per- 
fection, but it lay iu outlive in the times before 
our Lord. From charity pass to faith. and 
Abraham sought salvation by faith before Paul 
aud the Aposties handed the doctrine onward 
from their Master. Prayer has alwavsbeen the 
cynpanion of man. Our modern poet expressed 
the universal and beautiiul .truth whee he 
wrote: 

Father of all, in every age 
Abd every cline adoreu, 
By saint. by savage, and by sage, 
Jehovah, Jove, or Lord. 
And one of the classics said, Lou may find 
tribes which have no ships, no books, po arts, 
but you cannot find a tribe that nas no prayer, 
no worship.“ The doctrine of atonement, that 
of giving one life for another. is not peculiar to 
Christianity, for all times have built an altar 
and offered a sacrifice. The ideas of penitence, 
and righteousness, and reform, are inalienable 
eas of the mind, and have had no historical 
beginning; as for the notion of a future state 
of existence, it is as old as history; is just as 
conspicuous in the books of Homer and Virgil 
asin those of Milton and John Bunyan. Pass- 
ing thus over the entire catalogue of Christian 
doctrine, vou will find that Christ did not come 
as a revealer of new ideas, and that His relation 
to religion is not that of a discoverer or herald 
of new philosophies. That, at least, in no way 
His coming. 
eQare compelled, therefore, to look else- 
where for the reason of that fame which first 
filled Galilee and then the world. We have not 
far to look. Christ moved into Galilee in the 
power of the Spirit. This is the explanation of 
that vast success which we now call Cbris- 
tianity and Christian civilization. He took the 
dead notions of religion and filled them with 
His growing life. In the first instance He 
clothed them with authority by declaring 
Himself to be a messenger from the Deity. 
Words from human lips are feeble compared 
With words from Heaven. it may be that 
Piato had uttered the Golden Rule in outline, 
and that the Egyptian sages bad taught 
Charity, and integrity, and immortality, but 
words were powerless compared with the 
Words of one who seemed sent of God. The 
words. Blessed the pure in beart,’’ are pene- 
trating according to the character of him who 
utters them. Spoken by a moralist, or bv a poet, 
like Homer, or Horace, or Byron, they are 
only rhetoric, only pretty thoughts; but let the 
heavens open, and let a messenger from Jeho- 
van alighton these shores aud open a great book 
of laws by which we shail be condemned or jus- 
tified beyond the grave, and let that being read, 
Blessed the pure in heart, Cursed the im- 
pure,“ and the soul of man feels the thunder- 
shock ofthe voice, and begins a survey aud re- 
form of thought and action.

In the presence of the moralists Seneca 
and Antonine, men stood entertained and de- 
lighted; in presence of Christ, uttering the same 
principles, men grew pale with fear or radiant 
with hope. This power of authority passed 
through all those ideas which are denominated 
doctrines, and lifted them up into laws of Jehv- 
Jah which man would break to his peril and 
keep to his happiness.

Our greatest musicians cannot compose any- 
thing of ureat merit. He cannot . fashion some 
22 of the cight notes, but he can 

great a good; he can take the pares 
over which the old com rs or the livin 
composers hung with their inspiration, ond 
can render them so that millions of hearts 
can feel the soletanity, the pathos, the rapt- 
ure which once were moving along only in the 
soul of Beethoven or Mozart. We may well 
bless the inteliect which first arranges the 
world’s sounds, but we may bless also the 
theught or soul which comes along to make the 
mute pass to us which once echoed in only one 
spirit. Christ would have cometo man as an 
inventor or as a composer were it with truth as 
with music, where a! ways some new anthems or 
meiodies hy be composed. But there is no 
eus that can arrange a néw truth. Nomind, 
owever lofty, can compose a new faith, a now 
penitence, a new immortality, a new river of 
death. Christ would have come en with 
new truths had there been a to be 
brought. He could not, like a painter, 
project a new piece, or, like Mozart, compose g 
new Requiem. it remained ‘for the Messenger 
of Bethichem to come not to compose a creed 
but to render it to tne public heart. Oh, how 
dear to the world are ali those common mortals 
who come not toimpart pew goods of thought 
and sentiment, but to interpret for us and to 
pour into our hearts the deep sicuilicance of 
what we already possess! Our orators, and 
poets, and artists, and musicians are great and 
beloved because they help us to measure the 
ri¢hes and beauty of the world which holds 
us. in such a sublime environment. Give 
me @ volume Of geographical or astro- 
nomical truths, or the leaves of history, 
or a roll of music, ana 1 am Mike the 
Apostle in the vision, He says a mighty angel 
gave hima book written within and without 
and sealed with seven seals, and no map in 
Heaven or earth was able to open the book or to 
look thereon, kad [ wept much because no man 
was found worthy to open and read to me. Thus 
all we common ones wander to and fro with the 
volumes all scaled, and we weep until the ren- 
derers shall come to wake cur bearts and lift 
our minds up to a realization of all that written 
within and without. It, therefore, dear to us 
are those mortais who come to our beip amid 
te truths of Nature and of art, how great the 
ddt of love due lim who opens for us tie 
book of religion and wakes up for us its un- 
dreamed-of beayty and eloquence! Before 
Christ the trutus of piety lay white and cold as 
marble, but with lis coming the marble began 
to breathe and the neart to beat within. 

Would you estimate the relatious of this 
Christ to doctrine, recall if you van the difficul- 
ty we all experience in realizing the truathiul- 
nes or import ot a truth. Our hearts run 
empty like au overturned cup. <A year of ab- 
scence Will often almost erase the memory ot a 
child or a frieud, and in a few years after a 
friend’s death the hand of affection ccases to 
place flowers upon the sacred sod. Often for 
our good, but often for our injury, the heart 
empties itself of evea the too little it contained 
yesterday. But, if the wakeful ones come along, 
the poets, and orators, and all the quickening 
souls, then our empty hearts are 
lilled again, and the laded glory i 
yesterday comes back witch no color 
lost. To keep alive in the mind a 
réaiization of truth isan end of inestimable 
value. It is known that nations which have 
taught aud bled for liberty have afterward for- 
gotten the worth of their prize, and have vielded 
to a stupor which has been able to feci aud per- 
ceive pothing, and to those dugiug nations heroes 
have come, not bringing new principles, bat new 
Heroes have never been inventors, nor in- 
novators, but only powerful voices which pave 
sounded ail througa the public beart. The 
patriots have pot beeu men who invented liberty 
or announced it, but men who réalized its pre- 
ciousness, and wno filied other souls with their 
own wakefulness and daring. A creat aim of art 
has always been, not tu teach facts, but toinsapire, 
not to convey intelligence, but to awaken aslug- 
Cish public mind. At the trial of Warren Hast- 
ings, When the aim of the prose¢ution was not 
simp!y to present facts, but to compel the 
House of Commons to realize the crimes of the 
Goveraor of India, the most learned lawyers 
imposed upon one of the icast learned (Sheri- 
dan) a most important part of the long arga- 
ment, and did this because Sheridan possessed 
a style, a fervor, a lightuing-like speech which 
made his words burn as they feli. He could so 
gatuer up his thoughts and arrange them that 
they swept down like an avalanche. Fox, and 
burke, and Pitt declared the speech to be un- 
equaled in all ancient or moderu eloquence. 

This page from history will lilustrate what a 
large Gilficeis his. not who says a new thing. who 
utters a new doctrine, but who finds the heart 
empty of emotion, and who makes it overflow 
wite sudden joy or grief, or with solemn medi- 
tation.

When the poet Dante 
was just entering the borders of the iniernal 
worid, he was in a stupid, dreamy state, but he 
Says: 

Broke the deep slumber of my brain a crash 
avy thunder, that | shook myself 
e by maln force roused. Risen upright, 
N sted eyes I moved around and scaren’d 
With fixed ken to know what place it was 
Wherein Istood. For certain, ou the brink 
Il found me of the iamentabie vale. 

In these verses I seem to mark the import of 
the words of Jesus. Tothe human heart lulled 
into astupor by the déad philosopny of the 
classic lands and by the cold formalism of the 
Pharisees, Christ came a crash of heavy thun- 
der and men arose and gazed with fixed ken and 
found themselves to be on the brink of a la- 
mentable vale or on the borders of a flowery 
paradise. All the scenery of that day, all the 
literature of the early and later times, reveal 
the fact that a new passion has been poured 
into the long empty heart. The. ancients had 
religious poctrv and song, but that song reads 
languidly when prorouuced along with the Sta- 
bat Mater or Dies Ire of the early church. It 
is generally confessed that the Dies Ire is the 

ost soleinn and most dramatic of all religious 

ymns, and, along with a literature full of so- 
lemity and beauty, it tells us what a deep voice 
that was which rolled over Palestine. 

It would seem then that the relation of Christ 
to doctrine is not that of an inventor or a dis- 
coveren, but that of a quickening spirit. He 
breathed upon the valley of boues, and living 
men and women came ‘ chanting the hymns 
of two worlds. Happy @rongs came marching 
up from the valley of a long sleep. This im- 
mense spiritual power came not only from His 
claim of divineness, it sprang not only from 
His authority, but it was redoubled by rational 
causes which are at workin the world to-day. 
Character euters largely into all personal influ- 
ence. Correct intonation and correct gesture 
and enunciation will not give power to 
words, If the pubiic knows the speaker 
to be mean and wicked, no sentence from 
those unholy lips will ever move the heart again. 
The public will hear au intemperate statesman 
whose weakvess is in his body, but it will not 
hear a dishonest manwuose sin is in his soul. 
The overwhelming influence of Cirist came not 
from auv vovelty of ideas, but from the unrival- 
ed purity of His soul. His life was an amaze- 
ment. It astonishes our times which have seen 
Christian characters for 1800 years. We who 
have seen the devotion of Lactantius and 
Augustme, who have read the lives of saints, 
have heard the soliloquies of Thomas a Kempis, 
who have seen King Louis, who loved 
his secret. praver more than he loved 
his erown.—we who have seen the splendid Cath- 
olics, Bossuct, and Massillon, and Pascal, and 
the splendid Protestants, Calvin, and Lather, 
and Wesley, must still turn with astonishment 
to the life of Christ and wonder how, amid a 
world so full of evil, He trailed garments 80 
divine. Ob, what an eloquence must have been 
His set to the background ofsuch a character. 
And then this matchless character poured itselt 
ail into one work! He followed no calling which 
divided His own heart or the world’s attention. 
In Him proverty and raiment and jewels and 
home and its comfort were all sunken from 
sicht that the Kingdom of God alone might be 
visible. Thus a surprising character and perfect 
devotion to one cause came toform parts ol that 
spiritual power which quickly overflowed Galilee 
and passed out into the world. 

The practical lessons from the text are many, 
but they are too visible to need special citation. 
But note this, that, in seeking the relations of 
Christ to doctrine, you will find that there are 
seme dogmas of the Church to which he sus- 
tuined no relations at all. He did not pause by 
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“but in its mind. Our 
—— run n as the 
flower-cup needs new dew each so we 
all need new awakenings all through 
these years. We must indeed unfold all truth, 
but this is the infancy of our work, for, while a 
philosopher can pronounce the word liberty“ 
and tell its value, it is only beroes and patriots 
who can fill the world with a living soul and 
make it bless a continent for a thousand years. 
Moralist® can repeat the tenets of Christianity, 
they did almost anticipate the Sermon on the 
Mount, but there remains for the Christian the 
divine task, that of rendering that sublime 
composition till the multitude shall bow before 
its deep significance, aud feel that the place on 
which we stand is holy ground.

THE YELLOW FEVER. 
SEAMON BY THS REV. BROOKE HERFORD. 
The Rev. Brooke Herford, of the Church of 

the Messiah, preached yesterday morning on 
The Word of the Lord by the Yellow Fever.“ 
taking as his text Jer., vii., 3: Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, mend your 
ways and your doings. Then I will cause you 
to dwell in those places.“ Iu time of Gre. said 
the reverend gentleman, the first thing to do 
was to obtain water, the muans of extinguish- 
ing the flames; and the nex’, to provide 
shelter for homeless and houseless. After the 
conflagration had been subdued and the suf- 
ferers provided for, it was time to learn the 
cause and endeavor to see bow a similar catas- 
trophe could be prevented in the future. 
So it was with this terrible visita- 
tion of yellow fever. There bad been 
liberal aid extended to the stricken South, the 
hope of doctors and nurses had never been lack- 
ing, and now that there was a prospect of the 


fever being stayed it was tiine to ask what suci © 


a calamity meant. It wasa good sign of the 
times that there had been very little judgment- 
mongering on this subject of vellow fever, 
These judgment-mongers had heretofore, in 
times of great public calamities, pounced upon 
the sufferings and the horrors incident to them, 
as I they had been privy-counselors of God, and 
knew His purposes from first to last. It was 
a good sigan that we hear nothing of 
this kind now. Aud yet pain and sufferiag 
meant violated law,—laws of nature and laws of 
health,—and it would nat do tosay, This is 
inscrutable.’ It was not submissien that God 
wanted, but inquiry into the greatest, broadest 
meaning of these calamities, which were seldom 
not far to see. His ways were seldom past find- 
ing vut when they touched upon common sense. 
These things were judcments,—vvt on wrong 
creed or on unbelief abstruse points of theology, 
but on wrong, uuwholesome life. He had no 
hesitation in undertaking to interpret the far- 
reaching Word of the Lord by yellow fever. It 


was simply the old, everlasting word against | 


unwholesome living, and all sloveniy 
and careless ways upon tbe part of m- 
dividuals and commuvpities. le did vot 
say this was the only word. There had becu 
an appeal for brotherly sympathy and aid, and 
most nobly bad it been responded to. All the 
charity, the seif-sacrilicing efforts, the heroic 
bearing of thousands bad been anything but 
lost. Was it diflicuit to reconcile this calamity 
with the idea of God's mercy and love, when tie 
first word that the humau heart attacaed to the 
world’s sighs and groups was an appeal to the 
love that came, and seldom came in vain, and 
when, behind the first appeal of the suffering, 
came the permanent teaching of that suffering, 
—the teaching of cleanliness. Yeliow fever, 
like the cholera in Eutlaud, was God's judg- 
ment ou dirt. Medical men were divided as to 
the nat ure and origin of the disease and its treat- 
ment, and it was not unuatural, perhaps, that 
people had got the idea that there was nothing 
settied about . But oulv the details were 
mysterious. The main truth, the main warning, 
were as plain as the sun in heaven. It was not 
aquestion of new and better quarantine, new 
drugs, or new disinfectants, but of attending to 
the simplest conditions of public health, which 
bad been absoiutely and shockingly ueglected. 
The plague had formerly swept over Europe, 
but with its later and better sanitary conditions 
it was now unknown. Philadelphia itseif was 
piague-stricken just after the Revolutiun, aud 
other cities had been visitea by the fever since, 
but proper attention to sanitary laws had iu 
later years given them immunity from its ray- 
ages. Ilere was the lesson for the fever-stricken 
South. It was more than that. It was a warning to 
all of us who lived in fancied security. One 
part of the word was that this attention to the 
laws of health was a part of everybody's busi- 
ness. Dirt brougiit discase, but that disease 
did not stop with dirty people and dirty neizgh- 
borhoods,. Already it had seized upon some of 
the cleanest places in tue country, as well as 
upon the worst.’ All this was vothing new, 
however, and only proved that the range ot 
pestilential conditions was far wider thau peo- 
ple generally calculated or liked to admit. Peo- 
pie should not have their own way when that 
way was not only a private evil. but a public 
wrong. The laws of health were daily and 
bourly violated, right here in Chicago even, as 
well as in otber places. What other city on 
the face of the earth would aliow its pure air 
to be befouied by sickening odors and borriole 
stenches, the pure waters of the lake to be 
mingled with garbage and all manner of filth 
and uncleanness! it was every man’s busivess 
not our to keep the law himself, but to see that 
others did not break it, and to strengthen the 
hands of public justice in administering and en- 
forcing it. This was one of the lessons which 
the yellow fever in the South had for us in the 
North, and if we would not learn it from their 
suffering, we were going, by-and-by, to learn it 
from our own. As surely as things 
in Chicago were left as they are, 
so surely the pestilence would come. 
It might not come this year, or next, but God’s 
ways, though slow, were sure. Away in the 
back streets and the poorer quarters were heaps 
of decaying garbage, great open sewers, hot- 
beds for fever germs almost as bad as those in 
the South, and just as cértain to breed disease. 
Foul odors and wrong living were demoralizing 
to all, and the pestilence was only that which 
revealed the real calamity,—the mischievous 
conditions which were working silently, but all 
the time, He could say, with good Dr. Nichols, 
God's apparent evil is the measure ot His in- 
tended good. Every one,said Mr. Herford in 
conclusion, who, with thaukfulness for past 
mercies, with willing hands and love for his iel- 
low-men, stood up for cleanliness and right liv- 
r belpiug to bring oa the Kingdom of 
God, 
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FAREWELL SERMON. 
REV. JOHN ATKINSON, OF GRACE METH- 
ODIST CHURCH. 

The Rey. Dr. Atkinson, for three years pastor 
of Grace Methodist Church, takes his leave of 
the city at an early day, and last evening 
preached his farewell sermon to a very large au- 
dience. He took as his text the following 
words: { 

Finally, brethren, farewell. Be perfect, be of 
good comfort, be of one mind, live in peace; and 
the God of love and peace shall be with you. 

The reverend gentleman said there was but 
one God, and He had never begun to be and 
would never cease to be. We could not under- 
stand the existence of God, just as we couid not 
understand a great many other things, but it 
was a fact that He did exist, and it was folly to 
denv it. There were no proofs upon which to 
base the affirmation that there was no God, but, 
on the other hand, all nature testified that there 
was a Supreme Being, and in taking leave of 
the congregation it was a proud thought and a 
matter of rejoicing that be left them with God. 
He then proceeded to speak of the goodness of 
God, admonished his bearers to cast their care 
on Him, and assured them that they 
would come out more than 
conquerers. God would not only be with the 
individual members of the Church, but with the 
Church as a religious society, provided the con- 
ditions of the text were adhered to,—provided 
they lived ia peace, were of good comfort, ana 
of one mind. They should not be morose, but 
joyful, and should take comfort out of their 
faith, and commend the faith to the building up 
of God’s Kingdom. Thevshould be cheerful un- 
der tribulations,—in sickness and old age,—and 
even when Death was galluping on the white 
horse to claim them they should be of good 
comfort. 

In conclosion be spoke of his three years’ 
pastorate, referring tothe fact that the new 
church had been completed, and the mem- 
bership increased from 220 to 350: When he 
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expected to return to New Jersey, among his 
ol tes and tty ag re he would never 
forget experiences in Chicago.

He Is Charged with Embezzlement and 


Other Misdemeanors. 
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George Hazzard, formerly Director aud finan- 


cial nianipulator of a National Bank in Auburn, 
loveliest village of the (Indiana) plain, who was 
arrested in this city on Aug. 27 on a charge, 
or a series of charges, of forgery, bas again 
come to grief. This time the Federal Courts 
will deal with George, the arrest being made at 
the instance of Bank-Examiner Ellis, of Cin- 


cinnati, and the charge being the embezzlement | 


of $20,000. In order to obtain authority to 
issue notes the bank deposited with the Comp- 
troller of the Currency certain 10-40 bonds. It 
is alleged tbat George played sharp on the 
boys, and assisted in taking up tue 414 per 
cent loan; selling the 1040s at 109 or 
therdabouts, buying the %s at par, and pocket- 
ing the differente. This plan worked 80 well 
that when Secretary Sherman issued his 4 per 


cent loan Mr. Hazzard sold out the 4%, 
bought ia the 4s, and again pouched the per- 
centage. 

Last time the whole affair was badly mixed 


up, aud in the result Hazzard was allowed bis 


liberty on bail—straw-like in its character. He 
went to Nebraska and might probably have re- 
mained undisturbed for an indetinite period, 
but the peculiar kink in the organization of 
crooked men which always exists led him to re- 
turn, to Chicago. Deputy-Marshal Stillwell 
learned of his arrival and arrested him 
vesterday afternoon at the Matteson 
Houge and lodged him in the Connty Jail. 
It is stated that Mr. Hazzard contravened the 
law by borrowing the money with which to buy 
thozbonds necessary to secure the. circulation, 
Ibe dase will come up before Commissioner 
Hoyne to-day. The complainants are Bank 
Examiner Ellis. William McIntyre, Casbier, and 
H, Ford, President, oi the First National 
Bank ot Auburn. . 

Mr. Hazzard was seen at the jaf! during the 
evening. lu reply to the reporter’s questions 
ho said that the allegations against him were 
absolutely groundiess. He came to Chicaivro 
from Nebraska of his own accord and proposed 
to go to Indiana to-morrew (to-day) if they 
would let him. He came to this city from 
Nebraska on private business and had been in 
daily correspondence with the officers of the 
bank. It there had been any crooked 
business—manipulation of the books 
of = the bank—or the like, he, 
Hazzard, standing there in his 
native dignity, was entirely innocent thereof. 
He bad engaged a Mr. Bradford as his attorney, 
and was ready to face any charges that might be 
brought agaiust him. As his story was confined 
toa geoeral denial of everything alleged, there 
was little in it worthy of record. Hazzard 
averred, however. that McIntyre, the Cashier of 
the bank, had indorsed for him to the extent of 
$3,200, and that Ford, the President, had given 
his personal indorsement for $2,000. He said 
that he was bankrupt; liabilities, $187,000; 
assets, $124,000. The assets consisted of 
lands, notes, and choses in action. He owed 
the bank $20,000, but that institution held his 
notes, indursed by Melutrre and Ford and other 
officers of the bank, for the full amount. When 
told that these persons had joined in the 
affidavit for the warrant upon which he Was 
arrested, Mr. Hazzard lost a trifle of his con- 
dente, and expressed bis inability to under- 
stand the game. But he remained firm in the 
belief that the bank authorities were trying to 
ioad if their sius woon him, and declared that 
Bank Examiner Kilis had assured him that the 
cupital of the concern was unimpaired.

WURSTER’S THEATRE. 

After having plaved all week before empty 
benches, Wurster’s German Comedy Company 
had the pleasure last evening of performing to 
a crowded house.

This class of 
plays never have much literary merit, but are 
gotten up to amuse, and the one brought 
out last evening was hardly an ~excep- 
tion to the general rule, thouga it 
contains some weil-drawn and effective charac- 
ter sketches. ‘The principal part, that of Ado’- 
ph'ne, the chambermaid, was assumed by Miss 
Alwina Revnold, the new soubrette. It afford- 
ed her a fine opportunity to unfold her varied 
accom plisiments in all their brilliancy, and she 
made the best of the opportunity. Her fine 
acting and good singing were greatly enjoyed 
and applauded, aud in only one instance did she 
fall to give satisfaction, and that was in the 
daucihg duet with Mr. Schmitz in the last act, 
where she plaved with au abandon decidedly 
too pronqnuced. The greatest performance 
of the evéning was that of Fuer by Mr.

Her Public Debt Oct. 1. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, . 

Des Morrgs, Ia., Oct. 9.—On the ist day of 
October the reguiar quarterly settlement with 
the State Treasurer was made by the State 
Auditor, and the books balanced; so that it is 
in order now to give the correct amount of the 
public debt of the State, and refute the false 
statement being made by the Dem.-Fiat fusion 
politicians, that it is over 581,000, 000. They 
probably arrive at their conclusion by taking 
the last biennial report of the State Auditor, 
which says the bonded indebtedness of the 
State, Nov. 31, 1877, was $545,435.19, of which 
$300,000 is War bonds, due in 1830, drawing 7 
per cent interest. The remaining $245,435.19 is 
School-Fund bonds, for which the Reve- 
nue Fund has become responsible to 
the School-Fand; which is simply a transfer 
from one tund to another. As a matter of fact, 
these bonds should not appear in the Auditor’s 
statement in this way, for they are not to be 
paid by the State. itis only the interest which 
the State is compeled to pay, and this interest 
goes to the permanent School Fund. To be 
correct, the Auditor’¢ statement should give 
the interest due on those bonds as the debt. 
This would leave but tne War bonds, the in- 
terest due on these School-Fund bonds, and the 
warrants drawn on the State Treasurer unre- 
deemed Oct 1. as the total debt of the State. 
The amount of outstanding warrants on that 
date was $313,584.15, so that we, have the ap-

Isar apparent, because it is not real: A large 
proportion—in fact, nearly all—of these warrants 
and what are called salary warrapts, for ail the 
various officials paid by the State. It is the 
custom to allow County Treasurers in the local- 
ities where the ofliciais reside, and. where there 
are funds on hand belonging to the State, to 
redeem these warrants,—thus saving time and 
expense in the transmission of money. These 
warrants were issued for the quarter just closed, 
and have been largely redeemed by counties, 
but will no arrive here until the counties make 
returns; sv that they have been actually paid by 
the State. During October they will all be re- 

rted. 

‘The War bonds would have been redeemed 
long ago, but the holders will not surrender. 
With 4 per cent as the interest On loans, they 
have a good thing. For every dollar of public 
debt—above the constitutional limit—in favt, 
for all the public debt except the War bonds. 
the Anti-Monopoly party of two and four vears 
ago are responsiole, who, by their reckless 
Appropriation Ring in the Legislature, bank- 
rupted the Treasury and violated the Constit u- 
tion.

FINAN CIAL. 


The further rise of gold to 101K. the stringency 
in the New York money market, and the weakness 
of stocks, were the financial events. A rumor was 
current that Secretary Sherman, for some unex- 
plained reason, nad withdrawn goid from the 
banks that were national depositories, and had 
concentrated it in the Sub-Treasury. This is & 
step he has been advised for some time 
to take as a means of reducing the gold 
premium, and, if he has done it with the present 
result, we have another instance of the variance 
between facts and theories. ‘ihe Syndicate are 
known to be settling with the Government by the 

payment of several millions of gold, and this is* 
probably a sufficient explanation of the rise in the 
premium, if there is added to it a littie manipuia- 
tion by stock - jobbers. 

The unusua! spectacle was afforded in the Chica- 
go money market of loans to New York. The car- 
rent of capital has always set the other way, but 
the stringency of the money market in 
New York, as shown by the sharp rise 
in the rates of interest for gold and cur- 
rency loans, and the impossibility in the present 
condition of foreign finances of obtaining capital 
from Engiand, has sent New York to Chicago, and 


probably to other points, as a borrower. The loans 


obtained in Chicago on Saturday were made on the 
security of Government bonds deposited in New 
York, and the rate paid was ½ per cent less than 
the New York rate. Another sign of the move- 
ment of caprial to New York was large purchases 
of exchange by varties who are usually sellers, for 
remittance to New York. 

The foreign exchange market is very weak. The 
rate for sight sterling is nominally 484, but sales 
are made below that point, and gold has been 
ordered from the other side. The offerings of ex- 
change are larger than the demand, as the balance 
of trade is heavily in our favor. There are several 
circumstances likely to affect our command of 
European gold this fall. The cotton ex- 
port must be unavoidably affected by 
the depressed state of the English cot- 
ton manufacturers, and by the negiect, in 
consequence of the yellow fever, to market the 
tui crop. The financial difficulties that are gather- 


ing into a storm m England will likewise reduce 


to some extent the British demand for our bread- 
stuff. Gram and meat they must have. but if ne- 
cessity compels tne population of the Britisn Isles 
can economize to a degree unknown in this coun- 
try. If there are bank and commercial failures in 
London, as expected, there will be a good many 
reclamations on Chicago sixty -day bills of exchange, 
and this is now being taken into the calculations of 
Chicago drawers.

1. 000 bags of clover-seed have been shipped from 
our market this season.” No separate record is 
kept of the movement of the different kinds of 
seeds in Chicago, but one operator alone figured up 
Saturday a list of shipments of clover-seed made 
from this city since the new crop began to move, 
ageregating 4,748 bags. And this probably does 
not include the whole movement of clover-seed 
from Chicago on the new crop. 

The leading produce markets were rather weak 
Saturday, especially wheat, being depressed by 
discouraging advices from the Old World, which in- 
cluded the news of more mercantile failures in 
Great Britain. This caused widespread fears of 
another panie in England, which would unfavora- 
bly affect our ecommercia! relations with the Old 
World, making it necessary to accept still lower 
prices for our surplus produce. 

Dry goods continue to move on a generous scale, 
though in comparison with the earlier weeks of the 
season the past few days show a somewhat dimin- 
ished demand. Prices remain steady. Groceries 
were fairly active and firm all around, quotations 
remaining as before. In the butter market there 
was fair activity, and for good to fancy grades fully 
former quotations were being realized, creamery 
selling at 20@25c, and good to fancy dairy at 15@ 
22c. Cheese wasin fair demand; fine goods were 
steadily held. The demand for dried fruits was fair. 
and prices were steady. Fien met with a more 
than ordinarily good demand for the time of year, 
and previous quotations were fully sustained. No 
changes were noted in the leather, baguing. to- 
bacco, coal, and wood markets. Oils were fairly 
active and generally tirm. Coaband wood remain- 
ed quiet as previously quoted.

THE CIGAR-MAKERS. 
OPPOSED TO STRIKES. 
A mass-meeting of cigar-makers was held yester- 
day afternoon at 45 North Clark street, Mr. Will- 


iam Bigler in the chair. 

Mr. Frank Hirth, editor of the Socialist, made a 
lengthy speech, going over the same ground bere- 
tofore traveled by other Socialist speakers, but ad- 
vanced no new ideas. 

Mr. Goldwater, a prominent cigar-maker, made 
a more sensible address than is generally made by 
sveakers of this clase. He showed that nothing 
could be gained by inaugurating strikes, as such 
steps would not ameliorate their condition or do 
away with the evils from which they are now com- 
plaining. The only way to bring about a change 
will be by procuring the right «ind of legiela- 
tion. The workingmen must work togesher, 
apd elect men to office who they 
know will work for the interests of the laboring 
men. There was but one way they could strike 
successfully, and that was a strike through the 
ballot- box. They must see to it that men are 
elected to the Legisiature who wil! work for an 
eight-hour law, fur abolishing prison- labor com- 
petition, and other reforms im the interests of the 
workingmen. 

The follo resolutions were introduced and 
unanimously pted: 

Wuereas, The conflict that is ever going on between 
emplwyers and employed, the constant attempt of the 
employer to reduce wages. aud the resistance aa ex- 
pressed by strikes by the employed against such reduc- 
tions, is fthat the interests of employer and em-

— to get as much work as ibie fur the 
least pay, Ae get the most pay for

METROPOLITAN RAILWAY. 
WHAT PRESIDENT HOUGH SAYS ABOUT IT. 

Mr. D. L. Hongh, the representative of the 
Metropolitan City Railroad Company, was found 
yeeterday at his home on Park avenue, apparently 
little the worse for his technicai incarceration on 
Saturday night. In reply to a series of inquiries, 
Mr. Hough said that there were no new develop- 
ments in the street-railroad fight. He expected to 
go before Summerfield this morning, when the 
matter would doubtless be fully investigated. His 
attorneys were Judge Lawrence, Gen. Stiles, and 
Mr. Pratt, and he proposed to see whether the 
Mayor of Chicago was justified in employing the 
city police force for the benefit of r. 
J. R. Jones and the West Division Rall 
way Company. Mr. Hough said that the 

uestion had been fought in the State and 

ederal Courts for three years, and that his 
side had taken every trick in the game. The only 
resource left to their opponeuts was to file an in- 
formation in the nature of a writ of quo warranto. 
They couid get no more injunctions from any 
Court, and would certainly be defeated if they 
tried this plan. 

The reporter asked whether any further attempt 
to tear up the streets would be made, pending the 
settlement of the existing complications.

SOME MORE LITIGATION IN THE DAY FAMILY. 

There was flied in one of the courte on Friday 
last the papers in a replevin suit in which figures 
prominently Mr. Cutabert W. Lang, a gentleman 
who recently gained no small amount of rather 
unenviable notoriety over a little onpleasant- 
ness with his mother-in-law, Mrs. Lavinia E. 
Day. Despite the always-amicable and ever-tran-

Last Wednesday he went defore Justice 
Robinson, who holds forth on the North 
Side, and made affidavit that he, as administrator 
for his wife, was entitled to the possession of the 
iano. He swore that it, the piano, was worth 
100, and upon that revresentation his attorney 
filed an indemnifying bond of $200, and a writ 
issued. A Constable went after the instrument, 
and spirited it away from the residence of Dr. 
Sharp. Then the last-named personage and Mrs. 
Day got a writ from the County ‘Court ana sought 
for the instrument. They tound it in a remote 
part of town’ where Lang did not reside, and 
they seized it. Dr. Sharp, it should be mentioned, 
was the piaintiff, he having been given the use of 
the instrument by Mrs. Day, and, therefore, he 
had a right to replevy it. The suit will come up in 
due time.

The Congressional. nominations thus far re- 
ported are the best that Hüve been made in this 
Statein years: solaminformed by men old 
and experienced in the Republican councils of 
the State. The candidates are representative 
men in their districts, and men of the highest 
character as well as ability. This at once dis- 
poses of the oft-repeated charge that in Mr. 
Conklinge’s interest Republican Congressmen 
would be soid out for State Assemblymen 
pledged to vote for him.

The campaign was entered upon a fortnight 
earlicr than usual, and has progressed more sat- 
jaiactorily and smoothly than any made within 
the past four vears.

Six weeks ago a split was considered inevitable, 
so high had the opposition risen between what 
were calied the Conkling and Administration 
factions.

THE FARM AND GARDEN. 


Beautiful Weather—Barbed-Wire Fence— 
The Apiary-—Planting Bulbs—Benefit of 
Fairs—C range of Name—The Potato-Crop. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

CHAMPAION, III., Oct. 12.— What an elegant 
fall for the farmers!” is the exclamation heard 
on every side. Nature has indeed, apparently, 
been trying to make up this fall for the cold, 
wet, backward spring; and it is well for the 
corn-crop that this is so. We seldom see vege- 
tation growing unharmed by frost on the 12th 
of October; yet tomato-vines, buckwheat, 
sweet-potatoes, and other tender plants are un- 
harmed by it. We must not, however, trust or 
expect that this weather will continue long; 
and every effort must be made to gather the 
apples, and dig the potatoes and other perisha- 

ble vegetables. Some night there will be a 

sudden change, a little dash of rain and a 

freeze-up; ani then wo to the lackless 

farmer who. has neglected his oppor- 
tunity! There are lots of = shiftiess 
men in this world, and they infest all classes; 
but nowhere does a man’s true character ex- 
hibit itself sooneg than on a farm. There 

Nature will aid hihi to its full extent. If he 

only provides a place, Nature will fill it with 

weeds; it will see that his fences fall down, and 
hang out asign that will indicate character to 
the most casual observer. 

BAKBED-WIRE FENCE 

has, during the season, been extensively built, 

and has done more or less damage to stock. 

The trouble all arises while the stock is getting 

accustomed to it. Colts in their play run against 

it, and cattle push each other upon the barbs, 
inflicting serious wounds. A burnt child 
dreads the flre,“ and an animal does not usual- 
ly get scratched the second time. If we were 
going to put up this fence, we should certaialy 
use one board to indicate to stock where the 


fence was. Nailing to the top of the posts 
would probably answer better than nailing half- 
way, as there might be a disposition to jump 
over what, at first sight, would appear to be but 
a single board. All fences may be cheaply re- 
paired with one wire by fastening it between 
the boards. It will make a very poor fence cat- 
tle-prooi, but it is a dangerous fence to stand 
alone. 


THE APIARY 
now needs almost daily attention. Flowers 
have ceased to yield their sweets, and during 
the warm lays the little busy bee wants to be 
employed. Lo this end it will visit its neigh- 
bor’s quarters, and an unguarded crack or a 
weak swarm at once offers inducements for an 
attack, Watch them, and, if robbing has begun, 
nothing short of removing the attacked swarm to 
a secure place can save it. All entrances 
should be constructed so that not more than 
two or three bees can enter at atime. Remove 
all surplus honéy. whether capped or not. The 
bees will carry down and fill up the brood-combs 
if you do not remove it. 
PLANTING BULBS. 

It will soon be time to plant our flowering 
bulbs for next season’s bloomiug. No yard is 
now thought to be complete without its collec- 
tion of tulips and other hardy flowering bulbs. 
The low price at which these are sold bring 
them within the reach of all, and a dollar cannot 
beinvested in ahy better mauner. All bulbs like 
a warm, rich soil. It should be well spaded and 
finely manured. A portion of sand added to 
the bed will also be of benefit. Tulips, Crown- 
Imperials, tiger-lilies, etc., which grow from 
large bulbs, may be planted about three inches 
deep on acouple of inches of sand. Smaller 
bulbs—such as crocus, jonquils, etc.,—do not re- 
quire so great a depth. All bulbs require to be 
transpianted occasionally. Gladiolus, dahlias, 
etc., should be dug ap and stored where they 
will not treeze. 

BENEFIT OF FAIRS. 

It is thougtit by some that exnibitors do not 
care much for fairs, or for the premiums they 
offer. It has been asserted in our presence that 
fairs without any premiums would be just as 
successful as with. We do not believe this 1s 
true. There is no object for John Smith, who 
owns a fine animal, to take it to the fair, unless 
it be to beat his neighbors and get the premium; 
that is, provided John Smith is not a breeder, 
and does not have stock to sell. There is a 
class of exhibitors who can ofake use of fairs to 
advertise their goods at little expense. Owners 
of windmills, ditching- machines, farin-machin. 
ery, etc., appreciate this. Tue New-Hugiand 
Farmer says in this convection: 

Not the least among the advantages to be derived 
by the public from the annua! agricultural exhibi- 
tions which are now held in almost every county 
in the country, is the facility afforded for bringing 
new and valuable inventions to the notice of those 
whom they are designen to aid. It costs some- 
thing to bring a new machine to the notice of the 
purchaser, and in this, as in every other case, the 
consumer bus to pay the bills, either directly or 
indirectly. If we pay $100 for.a mower or reaper, 
apart of that sum goes for paying the cost of 
showing us the macnine. If we do not purchase, 
the next man who does pays the agent for talking 
tous both. All prices are fixed with this fact in 
view, 80 that the public have an interest in having 
goods advertised as cheaply as possivie. 

This class of persons appreciate county fairs, 
while a great many of the persons who require 
to reap the benefits do not. 

CHANGE OF NAME. 

A movement is now ou foot to secure a change 
of name from the * Illinois Industrial Universi- 
ty“ to the “ illinois State University”; which is 
said to have the sanction of the Faculty of tuat 
institution. It times past it has been charged 
that a portion, at least, of the present Faculty 
were desirous of making this the State Univer- 
sity,—something after the plan of the Michigan 
University, at Ann Arbor, where anything, in- 
cluding Theology and Medicine, might be 
studied; and that Agriculture, which it was 
plainty indicated was to be the leading object of 
the University, was to be made aminor con- 
sideration. This change of name, if it becomes 
an accomplished fact, is another indication that 
the same idea pervades some of the Faculty. 
The last Legislature granted permission to the 
institution to confer degrees, and we now have 
a small corps of B. A.’s, B. 8.’s, etc. As a citi- 
zen of Chamoaign County. it would. of course, 
be gratitying to us to see 1,000 students in the 
institution, instead of 300: but we do 
not forget the fact that the people whom 
the institution is most designed to benetit have 
no use for such things. but that they do stand 
in need of instruction in thorough culture of 
the soil, of the effects of manures and rotation 
of crops, and various other things which enter 
into a practical tarmer's knowledge. A series 
of intelligent exveriments in cereal-growing 
would be of more benctit to the State than ali 
the degrees conferred since the days of Adam. 

THE POTATO-CROP 

appears to have been nearly a failure this sea- 
son, and the price of the tubers has, during the 
past lew weeks, aporeciated in consequence. 
We have noticed, during our iffetime. that any 
given variety of potato docs well tur afew 
years, aud then gradually fails. The potatoes 
that twent)-tive years ago were found in market 
are there no longer; new varieties have taken 
their places. Even the Peach-Blow does not 
yield as it did in former years. Among the 
newer varieties that have, for two seasons past, 
done exceedingly well, is the Soory seedling, 
which is this year again producing a full crop. 
We believe in procuring new varieties, and by 
that means keeping the yield up to the standard.

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Can It Be Profitably Made {from Corn 
and Sorghum { 


Details of the Experiments at the National 
Agricultural Department. 


The Experience of Individual Manufactarers in 
Hinnesota and Illinois. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Wasurnoron, D. C., Oct. 5.— There wag re- 
ceived at this office, last Saturday, the following 


letter: 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, WASHINGTON, 
D. G., Sept. 27. 1878. —My Dran Str: If you will 
call at this Department to-morrow 5 at 
10 oelock a. m., I think you may find something 
worthy of your attention, and which may prove of 
benefit to the readers of the newspaper you repre- 
sent: The experiments, under the direction of 
the ‘Chemis of the Department, in making sugar, 
will close with to-morrow’s work, and the results 
thus far obtained are believed to de sufficiently fa- 
vorable to warrant calling thereto the atteation of 
the tarmers who have facilities for ite manufac- 
ture, —as, for instance, sugar-milleand evaporat- 
ing-pans, that they may repeat these experiments 


in all sections of the country before the frosts shall 


have ruined the.cane and stalks of corn. 

The facts and figures in these experiments will 
be fully furnished you, from which you can make 

our own deductions. This is the oply way I can 

ope to reach, and benefit during the present sea- 
son, those most interested, viz.: the practical, 
working farmers of the country. Very respect- 
fully, ete., WILIA G. LeDoc, Commissioner. 

The invitation was accepted, and Gen. Le Duc 
and Prof. Collier, the Chemist, were found to 
be both enthusiasts in the matter of making 
sugar from corn-stalks and from sorghum, and 
ot establishing a new industry in this country. 
The statements which follow are, as near as may 
be, an account of the running talk with both 
these officers on this subject, which is of so 
great importance to Western farmers. 

THE EXPERIMENTS. 

The experiments were conducted with the 
stalks stripped and unstripped. The stalks were 
weighed before the stripping, and afterwards; 
and the leaves themselves were weighed. Steps 
were taken toaccurately learn the percentage 
of the juice obtained from the stalks. The 
Chemist weighed each of the separate batches 
with which the experiments were conducted, and 
preserved the resulis as to each, for purposes of 


comparison. 

The mill used was simply an old sorghum- 
mill, which bad long been out of use, and which 
was greatly out of repair. It was so much out 
of repair that the rollers could not be brought 
near enough together to extract all the juice. 
The amount of juice, including water and veg- 
etable matter, which should be extracted from 
the cane, according to chemical analysis, was 
88 per cent; While, with the apparatus 
which the Chemist had, he only succeeded in 
extracting from the raw stalks of the sorghum 
8514 per cent. Dr, Collier is confident that, 
with a perfect mill, be would be certain to se- 
cure at least 55 per cent in practical operations, 
which is about 20 per cent more than was ob- 
tained by the present experiments. 

The same is true of corn-stalks. Prof. Coflier 
said: I took the specitic gravity with the first 
and second runs, and found that the first was 
1.061, while the second was 1.064, or a difference 
of three points.“ The amount of juice not ex- 
tracted is believed to be the very best of the 
saccharine matter. 

PERCENTAGE OF JUICE. 

The percentage of juice to the weight of raw 
corn-stalks as they came from the ficid, from the 
several different experiments, was as follows: 
25 29-100, 23 91-100, 24 79-109. 

The percentage of the juice of sorghum to the 
weight of the stalks, in the several experiments, 
was as tollows: 39 97-100, 32, 36 78-100, 
45 33-100, 40 54-100. This increase in the per- 
centage of juice is due to the fact that, in the 
last two experiments, the stalks were not 
stripped. It had been predicted, bythe practical 
farmers and others who had watched the ex- 
periments, that, unless the leaves were stripped 
trom the stalks, the resuits would not be as 
good. Prof. Collier found, however, as a prac- 
tical fact, that the results as to crystallization 
and qualitv, both of sugar and sup. 
were just as good, while the 
quantity was increased, by leaving the 
stalks on them. Of course this saves a vast 
amount of labor and time, and would be an 
important point in the economy of manufacture. 
The explanation given by Prof. Collier for this 
is, that there isa loss in the juice when the 
leaves. are stripped from the stalk, for the rea- 
son that, whep the stripped stalks are being 
run through the mill, there will be little inter- 
stices between them, trom which the juice es- 
capes and is wasted; whereas, the leaves being 
retained on them, the mass is more solid, and 
less juice escapes. Of course, the increased per- 
cent is not attributed to any juice which may be 
in the leaves themselves. Prof. Collier said: 
I have no question that, had 1 had a better 
mill, instead of getting about 5,000 unds of 
juice I should bave obtained at least 7,500 
pounds; and that the specific gravity, instead 
of being 1.058, would have been 1.065. not 
only, by the imperfect machinery, lost a large 
portion of the juice, but the best portion of it.“ 
THE THING THAT is DEFINITELY ESTABLISHED 
beyond question is, that it is entirely practica- 
ble for farmers to make a fine quality of crys- 
tallizable sugar from Indian-corn-stalks and 
from sorghum. 

In brief, Prof. Collier bas succeeded in obtain- 
ing from 25,000 pounds of corn-stalks what will 
make 781 pounds of very good crystallizable 
sugar. With better machinery the Professor is 
certain that from the same number of pounds 
of stalks should have been obtained 1,150 pounds 
of sugar. 

The juice from the butts is in every instance 
better than that from ‘the tops, taking weight 
for weight. The density of tne juice taken 
from the butts is much better and yields a larger 
per-cent of sugar. 

Amount of corn-sirup produced.....382 pounds. 
Amount of sorghum-sirup. ..........659% bounds. 

Of this quantity Prof, Collier declares tuat he 
knows that 75 per cent is sugar. There have 
been no experiments taken to show the relative 
perenne of sugar between corn and sorghum. 

rof. Collier is satisfied, however, tuat sorgaum 
is not likely to yield a much better result than 
his experiments show.

EXPERIMENT WITH MILLET. 

Saturday morning, Sept. 28, a new experi- 
ment was tried with 130 pounds of stalks, in- 
cluding leaves, of a new kind of millet recentiy 
imported into this country from France, calied 
peari millet. It was imported as a furage-plaut; 
but Commissioner Le Duc, having cut some of 
the stalks which were growing in the Agricult- 
ural grounds, observed an unusual amount of 
saccharine matter, and directed that the experi- 
ment of extracting juice be also made with this 
millec. From the 130 pounds of millet-stalks 
there were expressed 21}g pounds of juice. 
The begasse, or cane once run through the 
mill, was put through a second time, when 
74g pounds more juice was obtained, or neariy 
33 per cent of the original quantity. The 
chemist is certain that, with a perfect mill, this 
millet would yield 5244 per cent of juice to its 
po instead of the 35 per cent which it aid 
yield. 

CAN SUGAR BE PROFITABLY MADE FROM CORN

Do you think, as a practical fact, that the 
experiments thus far show that farmers can 
2 undertake the manuiacture of sugar 
rom corn-stalks and from sorghum? ”’ 

“As a practical question,“ replied Dr. Coll- 
ier, I am not by any means assured that there 
is enougu in it to make farmers go to work with 
it at aprodt. The matter is entitied to another 
season’s work upon it before any practical, deti- 
nite results are known. inthe first place, the 
experiments have all been worked right straignt 
through from the beginning, from one process 
to „ as fast as it was possible. This 
might not be practicabie in ordinary life. From 
my own experiments I have no means of telling 
at what time the corn should be cut, or at what 
time it should be used. A great many practical 
questions of this kind can only be settled by ex- 
perience of farmers. One thing, however, is
